It is 
now explained that President Crespo has 
spent only a part of this time in the moun- 
tains, and that the remainder has been oc- 
cupied in the manner indicated.

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CUBANS CUT THEM DOWN. 


Rios and His Mounted Men Killed 
Nearly Two Hundred Spaniards. 

New York, November 27.—A cipher dis- 
patch was received at the Cuban headquar- 
ters in this city yesterday from Rios’s 1i- 
surgent company in Madialuna, Cuba. It 
stated that on the 14th instant Lieutenant 
Colonel Salvador Rios with 000 mounted 
men overtook and surrounded Colonel Lolo 
Benitz and his band of Spanish guerrillas, 
numbering in all 153 men. These men, it 
was asserted, had been committing atroci- 
ties north of Manzanillo and Rios had 
been instructed to find and exterminate 
them. 

After surrounding the band Rios ordered 
a machete charge and the cavalry rode 
down on the doomed men with cries of ven- 
geance. Scarcely a third of the guarrillas 
escaped alive. One hundred and six were 
hilled with machetes. 


ENGLAND’S ALL RIGHT. 


John Bull Will See to It That Ameri- 
ca Pays Up. 

Washington, November 27.—The conven- 
tion which the British ambassador, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, and Secretary VUlney 
have been preparing looking to the settle- 
ment of the claims for seizures in Bering 
sea is so nezrly completed that :t will prob- 
ably be sent to the senate next week. 

It provides for a mixed commission to 
assess the damages, the commission to holu 
its session at Victoria, British Cuiumbia, 
and prcvides further for an umpire in the 
event of failure on the part of the com- 
missioners to agree. It is asserted by those 
who are familiar with this question of the 
dan.ages that the rcference of the claims 
to a commission may cost the United 
States a sum much larger than the $425,000 
originally agreed upon as the payment in 
full and which was rejected by the house 
last winter. It $s understood that if the 
scnate shall take this view of-the matter 
the British government will be satisfied 
with the rejection of the convention and 
will accept the onginal sum of $425,000 with 
interest at 5 per cent added.

Reports from Havana Give the Span- 


iards the Usual Victory. 

Havana, November 27.—Two hundred 
rebels attacked seventeen soldiers near 
Manicargua, province of Santa Clara. They 
were defeated, leaving on the field one dead 
and taking with them some wounded, 
among them their leader. During the fight 
several horses belonging to the rebels were 
killed. On the Spanish side one soldier 
was killed. 

The garrison of Las Lajas, led by Gas- 
par Cantero, captain of the civil guard, 
defeated the rebel party commanded by 
Aniceto Hernandez, leaving on the field 
six killed, and taking with them many 
wounded. The troops followed them until 
they could not be seen. 

It is said here that Maximo Gomez's par- 
ty is surrounded by several Spanish col- 
umns in the district of Sancti Spiritu. It 
is impossible for Gomez to return to Cam- 
aguey, as it was his intention to do.

SUICIDE OF PETER M’GEOCH. 
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HE BLEW HIS BRAINS OUT IN A 
BATHROOM. 


He Was Well Known as a Big Player 
on ’Change—His Wife Was Seek- 
ing a Divorce. 


Milwaukee, Wis, November 727.—About 
10:30 o’clock this morning Peter McGeoch, 
who lived opposite the National Soldiers’ 
home. in an elegant mansion, ordered his 
carriage to go io the city and then went 
upstairs. He was not seen alive after 
that. 

As he did not appear, the servants be- 
came alarmed and instituted a search for 
him. Ann Beese, who has been a ser- 
vant in the house for about a year, looked 
through the keyhcle of the bathroom door, 
which was locked, and saw McGeoch lying 
on the floor with a revolver in his hand. 
He had shot himself through the mouth 
and death was presumably instantaneous. 

The servants immediately notified Major 
W. W. Rowley, quartermaster of the Sol- 
diers’ home, an intimate acquaintance of 
Mr. McGeoch, who immediately sent fur 
Mr. McGeoch’s son Arthur, who resides in 
the city. When found Mr. McGeoch had on 
his business suit and was apparently ready 
to start for the city. The servants noticed 
nothing pecviiar about his actions before 
that time. Mr. McGeoch’s suicide is takea 
to he the result of divorce proceedings be- 
gun last Monday by Mrs. McGeoch on the 
ground of incompatibility of temperament. 

Mrs, McGeoch was Mrs. Libbey, of Ken- 
wood, a suburb of Chicago; when she met 
Mr. McGeoch,. They were married about 
eight yeers ago at the Leland hotel, Chi- 
cago. Since their marriage they have lived 
at the National avenue homestead of Mr. 
McGeoch. Mr.’ McGeoch had/three children 
—a son and two daughters—who, after his 
marriage, occupied a hovse on Grand ave- 
nue, which their father provided. Since 
Mrs. McGéoch left the residence one of 
the daughters, it is understood, has been 
keeping house for her father. 

No man was for years better known on 
the Chicago and Milwaukee boards of trade 
than Mr. McGeoch. He was a daring spec- 
ulator up to the disastrous lard deal of 
1883, when he attempted to corner lard of 
the country, which scheme failed.

Seems That He Treated His Wife Bad- 
ly and Neglected Her. 


As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, Mfs.

“Editor Constitution—Notice comes to me

‘The claim of abuse and abandonment I 
pronounce as absolutely false. The abuse

displeasure or abuse. Though my wife and 
her mother agreed to do me justice in this 
matter after months of refusal, I think it 
ean safely be said that her mother never 
said but a very few words in refutation of 
the false and damaging report.

Mr. Maddox ‘thas written to one of his 
sons in the Indian territory, making in- 
quiries about the finding of the dead men 
in the boat and asking if his son, J. J. 
Maddox, has been heard from. Mr. Mad- 
dox has three sons in the west, two of 
whom live near Ardmore, Il. T. 

The corrected description of the dead man 
supposed to be young Maddox printed yes- 
terday seems to Mr. Maddox to be a cor- 
rect one of his son. He has not seen the 
latter for four or five years, but thinks 
that he recognizes the Resemblance of the 
two men. He will not Know positively until 
he hears from those he has written. 


IN FAVOR OF THE CITY. 


The Jury Finds a Verdict Against the 
Plaintiff. 

Before Judge Van Epps yesterday the 
jury in the case of Elliott against the 
city of Atlanta found a verdict for the de- 
fendant. 

The plaintiff resides in the western por- 
tion of the city near the crematory and 
several years ago, with other residents 
of that section of the city, complained 
against the city on account of the garbage 
carts that passed along the streets leadiiug 
to the dumiping grounds. Several residents 
of that section, with Mr. IF. EK. Bilivit, 
plaintifg in the case, decided to sue tne 
city for damages, alleging that the pas- 
sage of the wagons was decidedly objec- 
tionable and injurious to the property 
owners. 

About that time the crematory was sug- 
gested and the point of location was Se- 
lected—the old dumping grounds. 

The residents of that section objected 
before the council ana threatened an in- 
juncticn, but the crematory was built. 

Mr. Elliott thought he was injured in 
the sum of $20,000 and asked the courts 
to award him that damage. The request 
was based on the declaration’ that the 
wagons carrying the debris gathered from 
all parts of the city passing in front of the 
house were objectionable in many ways, 
while the winds playing from the dumping 
grounds brought odors neither pleasant nor 
healthful. 

The case Was prasented by Mr. Hull for 
the plaintiff and was cared for by Judge 
Anderson, city attorney, It has been care- 
fully handled by both sides and the verdict 
rendered yesterday afternoon gives the city 
a victory. ) 

While the suit was in many ways a test 
case; it may be that other residents of 
that section of the city will not accept the 
verdict of the jury in the Eiliott case, 
but will push their. suit against the city. 

The suits are all of about the same char- 
acter, however, and while it cannot be 
said that a similar verdict would foliow, 
that may be the case. 


MINISTER FROM HAWAII. 


Mr. F. M. Hatch Will Reach Washing- 
ton Tonight with Credentials. 
New Orleaus, La., November 27.—Mr, F. 
M. Hatch, the minister of Hawaii to this 
country, arrived in this city today at 6 
o’clock a. m., by thé Southern Pacific on 
his way to Washington, He stopped over 
here today and left tonight via the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad for Washing- 

ton, 

In an interview Mr. Hatch gaid: “I will 
say that the condition of Hawaii at the 
present time is fairly prosperous, despite 
the fact that the low price of sugar has 
retarded commercial advance. I am com- 
ing to W&ashington to present my creden- 
tials to the government of the United 
States, as the duly accredited minister to 
it, from the republic of Hawaii. I shall 
remain at your capital for an indefinite pe- 
riod, 

“The ex-queen is residing quietly and 
without guard, She is nothing more now 
than a private resident of the country. I 
think that all the royalist aspirations have 
been extinguished thoroughly. Any way, 
none is discovered, and it looKs as th h 
the people were quite satisfied with an ex- 
istence under a republican form of law. 
The Dole government is a stable one and, 
unforeseen circumstances excepted, will 
last some time.”

TREATY REPUDIATION. 


Ribot Says the Declaration Madagas- 
car Belongs to the French Is Thaf. 

Paris, November 27.—M. Berthelot, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, read in the chamber 
of deputies today a statement prepared 
by the ministry in regard to Madagascar, 
which, he declared, was henceforth a 
French possession. This declaration was 
received with prolonged applause. How- 
ever, he continued, France would respect 
any engagement which Madagascar had 
contracted toward certain powers, and in 
cases where the Hova government had 
contracted obligations, France would re- 
spect the rules of international law ap- 
plicable thereto. The government, he 
said, would preserve the internal adminis- 
tration of the island and would also modi- 
fy the original treaty with Madagascar 
which this queen had signed. The amend- 
ed treaty would shortly be submitted to 
the chamber. 

Ex-Premier Ribot declared that the 
statement read by M. Berthelot was tan- 
tamount to a repudiation of the treaty 
concluded beween France and Madagas- 
car under his (Ribot’s) ministry, which 
he proceeded to defend. A stormy debate 
followed,

The South Is Receiving Much Atten- 
tion as a Mill Field. 

Baltimore, Md., November 27.—Special re- 
ports to The Manufacturers’ Record show 
the projection of a number of railroad en- 
terprises in the south, some for lines of 
considerable length, but the majority for 
short extensions or for connecting links be- 
tween opposite systems. There is consider- 
able activity in the projection of electric 
railways and especially in and around Balti- 
more, where a number of important lines 
are to be contracted.

Boston, Mass., November 27.—A speciai 
to The Globe from Providence, R. lL. says 
Treasurer J. H. O’Neill, of the American 
Hand-sewed Shoe Company and the con- 
fidential agent of President Joseph Bani- 
gan, of the United States Rubber Compa- 
ny, has mysteriously disappeared from the 
city. 

He left a week ago and nothing has been 
heard of his whereabouts since that time. 
The officials of the company are now en- 
gaged in making an examination of his 
affairs. 

For the company of which he was treas- 
urer he handled a large amount of money, 
in the neighborhood of $50,000 a month. 
The office here was the settling place for 
the eral office, which is located in 
O Neb. 

In January last, besides being treasurer 
and secretary, O’ Neill was elected the gen- 
eral manager of the whole concern. 

A week ago O’Neill told his confidential 
clerk that he was going away for a day 
or two. He told this friend to pick up his 
personal papers and correspondence and 
burn them and to put everything into shape 
so that if any one wished to do so they 
could make an examination of his busi- 


ness. 
O’Neill is thought by friends to have 
taken his life through despondency and 
physical ailments. 
The Guarantee Company of North Amer- 
ica is surety for the missing man on a4 
bond for $t0,000. 


CZAROWITZ DANGEROUSLY ILL. 


He Is Very Obstinate and. Refuses To 
Obey His Physicians. 

New York, November 27.—A special cable 
to The Herald from St. Petersburg says: 

The condition of the czarowitz has be- 
come much worse in consequence of com- 
plications that have arisen. Phthisis, from 
which he is suffering, has now attacked 
his throat. Professor Simanowski, a throat 
specialist from the Academy of Medicine, 
and Dr. Cherchewvecky, another well- 
known specialist, have been summoned to 
Abastouman, where the czarowitch is re- 
siding in the Caucasus. 

Arrangements have been made so that 
after celebrating the baptism of the Grand 
Duchess Olga on her own~ birthday, the 
Empress Marie Feodorovna, traveling in- 
cognito, will start for Abastouman, her ob- 
ject being to try and prevail upon the czar- 
owitz to go to the Riviera. This he has 
persistently refused to do, being alive to 
the gravity of his malady, which knowl- 
edge heightens his determination not to 
leave his fatherland. 


SAME OLD NARRATIVE. 


Daily Promises of Protection Filed 
Yesterday by the Porte. 

Constantinople, November 27.—Dis- 
patches from Harpoot state that the local 
authorities and the porte promised to af- 
ford protection to American missions there. 
The house occupied by Rev. Dr. W. H. 
Barnum, of Leicester, Mass,, and the Rev. 
Cc. Frank Cates, of Chicago, was saved, 
but all of the property it contained was 
carried off or destroyed, This destruction 
of property occurred after the porte’s 
promise, upon Minister Terrell’s demand 
that the missions should be protected and 
the act leaves the government liable for 
damages. A later dispatch from Harpoot 
says that the Rev. Dr. C. H. Wheeler, 
president of the American college there, is 
in feeble health and unable to leave the 
town. The dispatch asserts that a great 
deal of religious oppression is being exer- 
cised upon the natives and also that speedy 
assistance is necessary to prevent their 
dying from starvation. 

A dispatch from Caesaria says that 
further disturbances are expected there. It 
igs reported that the foreigners were all 
safe during the second outbreak at Ma- 
rash, 

An Armenian named Guidjian, a natural. 
ized American citizen attached to the mis- 
sion at Aleppo, arrived in Constantinople 
and was seized by the police, but Minister 
Terrell demanded hs immediate delivery to 
the United States legation. 


FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Odenheimer Ends His Spree by Taking 
Morphine. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 27,—(Spe- 
cial. )}—W. H. Odenheimer, a local directory 
and advertisement scheme canvasser, was 
found dead in bed at Mrs. Kennon’s board- 
ing house here this afternoon. Odenheimer 
come here about a month ago and went 
to work canvassing for advertisements, He 
has been drinking copsiderably and last 
night entered the boarding house in a 
seemingly drunken condition. Today he 
was found dead in bed and empty vials 
which had contained morphine told the 
tale of the suicide. From cards and let- 
ters in Odenheimer’s effects it showed 
that he represented The Chicago Times- 
Herald at the Atlanta exposition. Among 
the many letters found was one f a 
young lady at Spartanburg, &.

The Brilliant Son of Dumas, Pere, Lin- 
gered for Many Days—He Was 
Conscious Before Death.

Paris, November 27.—Alexandre Dumas is 
dead 

Early inthe evening ‘Dumas rallied 
enough to create a belief that he would 
live at least several hours. About 5 o'clock 
he asked for tea, which was given him. 

He then had sufficient strength to raise 
the cup to his lips witfiout assistance. 
Shortly after he had a nervous convulsion 
and died very suddenly. A number of 
relatives were present. 

Alexander Dumas was born in 1824, when 
his father was only twenty-one years of 
age. The young Alexandre published his 
first work when he was in his seventeenth 
year; it Was a volume of poems and ‘called 
“Les Peches de Jeunesse.” The sin of poe- 
try he has repented of and his next appear- 
ance Was as a novelist in 1847, with a rather 
tedious romance, “Four Women and a 
Parrot.” In the following year he pub- 
lished ‘“‘Le Roman d'une Femme, Cesarine’”’ 
and

M. Dumas is a remarkable example of 
inheritance of talent. Yet between the au- 
thor of “La Dame aux Camelias” and the 
author of “Les Trois Mousquetaires”’ there 
is as great difference as between the Ar- 
mand Duval of the former and the 
D’Artagnan of the latter. The son once 
went to explain this difference by saying: 
“My father was born in a poetic age and 
he is an idealist; I was born in a material- 
istic age and am a realist. My father takes 
his subjects from dreamland; I take mine 
from life. He works with bis eyes shut; 
I with mine open. He starts from a fact; 
I from an idea.”’ 

The father, however, was nearer the 
truth and epigrammatically neater when 
he summed up with the words: “He is a 
photographer; I am 4 painter.’ The father 
owed the larger part of his success to his 
power as a story teller—abounding in ac- 
tion, splendid in color; full of life, gayety 
and charm, always godly and glad; never 
sick and sorry. “He was a force of na- 
ture,”’ sa'd Michelet and like nature he had 
no theories. The son, on the other hand, 
is of theor'zing all compact and never hesi- 
tates about working his theses into para- 
dox. 

' ‘Began Exceedingly Early. 

At sixteen, after a thorough training at 
the Institution Goubaux and the College 
Bourbon, M. Dumas first left school for 
the world of letters and the society. to 
which ‘his father, then ’at his apogee, be- 
longed. He estarted in fiction and suc- 
ceeded, so he went on to drama and suc- 
ceeded: he went on to theorizing about 
art, morals, politics and religion, and suc- 
ceeded. He was a member of the insti- 
tute in 1874, 

He was the acknowledged best play- 
wright and one of the greatest artists in 
words of latter day France. His novels, 
from “La Dame Aux Camellias (1548) to 
“L' Affaire Clemenceau (1867), and consid- 
ered classics, while his essays, letters, 
speeches, prefaces and predictions are br‘l- 
liant and admirable in form, and in matter 
daring, paradoxical and suggestive in a 
high degree.

Brigadier General Thomas Jordan Was 
born at Luray, Va, September 30, 1819, 
both parents being of revolutonary stock. 
A maternal granduncle, a Withers of 
South Carolina, had served on the staff 
of General Sumter. It was a family tra- 
dition that the Jordans were kinsmen of 
the Washingtons in England. ‘Ine fact is 
confirmed by genealogists, among them 
Moncure D. Conway, attributes to one of 
the Jordans the suggestion of the emigra- 
tion of the Washingtons from England to 
Virginia. It is’ noteworthy in this. con- 
nection that Thomas as a Christian name 
was common in both families. 

Thomas Jordan was graduated at West 
Point in 1840, pne of his classmates and 
roommate being William Tecumseh Sher- 
man. He entered service at once in the 
infantry and early distinguished himself 
during the Seminole uprising in Florida in 
1841 to 1843. During a portion of this 
period he was the adjutant of his regi- 
ment, acting later as assistant general of 
a military district. While still a 
lieutenant he served with his regi- 
ment in the Mexican war, taking part 
in the battles of Paito Alto and Resaca 
de la Palma. His company with three 
others constituted the first battalion to 
cross the Rio Grande as a cover to. the 
crossing of General Taylor’s whole army 
into Mexico. Later he was selected for a 
captaincy on the general staff, was as- 
signed to the quartermaster’s department 
and stationed at Vera Cruz, the base of 
operations of General Scott, from which 
the army drew its supplies in- the cam- 
paign which ended in the conquest of 
Mexico. He had finally charge of all the 
quartermaster’s arrangements for the 
evacuation of Mexico, owing to the ill- 
ness of his senior, and'in this was included 
the sea and land transportation of 35,000 
men, in completion of which Captain Jor- 
dan was the last American soldier to leave 
the soil of Mexico. His efficiency in this 
service was especially mentioned by the 
commander, General Twiggs, to the quar- 
termaster general at Washington. 

After a temporary service again in 
Flerida during a second Seminole uprising, 
Captain Jordan was transferred to the 
northwestern territory beyond the Missis- 
sippi, and later was assigned in 1852 to 
special duty at Washington, D. C.  8till 
later, under Colonel George Wright, he 
took part in the campaign against the 
Indians on the Pacific slope, acting there 
as to 
be again commended highly. The intro- 
duction of steam navigation on the upper 
Columbia river 2ebove the Dalles was his 
own project and first achieved by him; 
and the first successful system of irriga- 
tion of the arid plains was instigated by 
him. The former matured into the Oregon 
Navigation Company. He was well known 
and esteemed for the intelligent painstak- 
ing with which he aided by the influence 
of his official station everything in the na- 
ture of legitimate pioneering, as also for 
the personal friendliness which he be- 
stowed upon the seemingly worthy among 
unfortunates, 

Among his fartiliars in the army of the 
United States at that time, Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, E. J. Steptoe, Robert S. Gar- 
nett, William T. Sherman and George H. 
Thomas may be mentioned, with the last 
named of whom he _ corresponded inti- 
mately. 

In May, 1861, under a sense of superior 
obligation, he resigned his commission in 
the army of the United States to offer his 
sword and life to his native state, Vir- 
ginia. He was appointed lieutenart 
colonel in the Virginia troops and assign- 
ed to the staff of General Phil St. George 


| Cocke, commanding the state forces then 


occupying Culpepper Courthouse, General 
Lee being -:ommander-in-chief of -the 
forces of Virginia. With General Cocke 
was Captain David B. Harris, of the én- 
gineers, an old West _Pointer, as modest 
as he was able. From him Colonel Jordan 
became convinced of the stragetic im- 
portance of Manassas Junction and the 
critical necessity of occupying it in force 
immediately, or otherwise its occupancy 
by the federals seemed to him certain. In 
a formal memoir, in which he mapped the 
district with which he was personally fa- 
miliar, he successfully commended the 
movement to the adjutant general, Colo. 
nel 8. ett, Colonel Jordan be- 
ing as adjutant general of the 
forces ordered to assemble there. On June 


— 
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First Manassas and better known as Bull 
Run. Colonel Jordan accompanied General 
Beauregard thence upon his assignment 
to command in the west, to foil the sus- 
cted undertakings of Halleck and Grant. 
uring the Shiloh and Corinth campaigns 
he was the adjutant general of the con- 
federate army; and after Shiloh was pro- 
moted to a brigadier general. Thereafter 
he remained a while with Bragg, Beaure- 
gard being assigned to the department of 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida, 
where Colonel Jordan subsequently fe- 
joined him and served with Beauregard 
during the seige of Charleston as chief of 
staff. Illness prevented his accompanying 
Beauregard on the latter’s assignment to 
the department of southern Virginia. Upon 
his recovery and reporting to the war de- 
artment, and while awaiting assignment, 
1e rejoined Beauregard and was with him 
unofficially when the struggle ended. 

In 1869 General Jordan consented to di- 
rect the revolutionary forces of Cuba and 
Was commissioned by the Cuban govern- 
ment commander-in-chief, 
ters in the field. The odds against him in 
that campaign are now well known. But 
as evidencing his methods it may be men- 
tioned that on one occasion, with 150 men 
inadequately equipped, he entered between 
two mutually approaching columns of 
Spaniards, ambushed one column of sev- 
eral thousand strong, inflicting upon it a 
less of 700 men while his ammunition last- 
ed, and then carried off his own wounded 
in a creditable retreat. Spain valued his 
services against her at a reward of $100,000, 
which she placed upon his head. Dissen- 
sions in hign places making it impossible 
to impress upon the revolutionary authori- 
ties his policy of conoentration for strategic 
operations and some differences as to the 
achievements to be aimed at led to Gen- 
eral Jordan’s resignation from the hopeless 
undertaking, and later he escaped out of 
Cuba in an open boat. 

As a professional soldier General Jor- 
dan’s most notable merit is that evinced 
by him as a chief of staff. As an organizer 
recognition is’ accorded him in the fact 

at his office became a training school 
for clerks, a number of whom were pro- 
moted out of it into positions as adjutant 
generals of other. departments. The as- 
sistant secretary of war, Judge John A. 
Campbell, G@clared that no such satisfac- 
tory returns were received from any de- 
partment as from that of General Beaure- 
gard. Beauregard ranked General Jordan 
as one of the ablest military organizers 
living when, later, Europe was displaying 
the abilities of army organizers with im- 
posing results. 

General Jordan was a man of unusually 
wide researecn, of keen discernment and 
close observation, as well as an omnivor- 
ous reader and vigorous writer. The clear- 
ness of his military narrat¢ves and criti- 
cisms impressed professional soldiers and 
miltary students not only, but made them 
intelligible to unversed readers. Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, personaily unknown 
to General Jordan, wrote a@ his narrative 
of Shiloh in the United Service Magazine 
that it was the only account of any battle 
that he could ever understand. 

After the war and prior to his service 
in Cuba, General Jordan had been for a 
timre editor of The Memphis Appeal. After 
his return from Cuba to New York he 
founded The Financial and Mining Record, 
which, as its editor, he devoted to the 
merits and claims of silver coinage into 
lawful money. His accuracy as a statisti- 
Clan together with his abilities as an an- 
alyst and reasoner won him the confidence 
of many representatives and senators in 
congress and made The Financial and 
Mining Record recognized as an authority 
on the silver question. His ill health end- 
ed the paper. 

Captain Jordan married the daughter of 
Edmund Kearny, of Keyport, N. J., who 
had been a captein in the British navy. 
She died in 1884. Their surviving issue are 
a son and daughter. 

Until a recent period General Jordan had 
abstained from any open profession of a 
religious creed. An intimate contact with 
the Jesuit missionaries in the northwest 
had, however, earned his appreciation of 
their cheerful endurance of rivations and 
the intelligence of their efforts to such 
extent that he liked to talk about them. 
The experience inclined him to adopt their 
faith when he determined for himself. to 
distinguish between creeds. About two 
years ago ne sought and received the 
Sacrament of baptism at the hands of 
Father Campbell, of the Society of Jesus 
at the Church of St. Francis Xavier, and 
was recentiy visited and confirmed by the 
archbishop of New York. From ~ this

The travelers were in Turkey only three 
weeks ago, and while there saw many evi- 
dences of the outrages now being perpetrat- 
ed upon the helpless Armenians and of 
the condition of semi-anarchy prevailing 
in the sick man’s realm. Mr. Whittle 
talked entertainingly yesterday of his ex- 
perience over there. 

When at Salbnica he saw the flames of a 
neighboring city which had been set on 
fire after most of its inhabitants had been 
put to the sword. At Alexandrietta, on 
the northeastern coast of the Mediterra- 
nean; he witnessed a formidable riot: Six 
thousand Turkish soldiers were quartered 
there, penniless, in receipt of no pay, 
sleeping on the ground with no immediate 
probability of being ordered on active ser- 
vice and thus being restored to a.sem- 
blance of discipline. Some of these fel- 
lows surrounded Mr. Whipple’s party and 
captured the Rev. Mr. Lynch, of Dan- 
ville, Ky., and young Sam Jones, holding 
them prisoners for some time. 

In northern Syria the Armenian Chris 
tians came to see Mr. Whittle’s party, 
and gave them terrible details of atrocities 
inflicted upon the Christians by the Mo- 
hamimedans, who had murdered whole 
families and plundered their dwellings. 
The English and American tradesmen in 
Turkey and the consuls of those countries 
corrobarated the stories of rapine and 
massacre and robbery. Mr. Whittle be- 
lieves that the outcome of the trouble de- 
pends upon the combined action of the 
powers. He had a letter from Secretary 
Herbert, of the navy department, to Lord 
Seymour, the admiral commanding the 
British Mediterranean squadron, and he 
is firmly of opinion that that fleet has been 
the chief factor in preventing the Turkish 
excesses from attaining even greater pro- 
portions. England he regards as the great 
potice force of the world. The outrages 
might be stopped, he asserts, if the other 
powers would only unite with Great Brit- 
ain to that end.

‘The Day of Exclusive Agriculture Has

HE PEOPLE THEMSELVES ARE ALIVE 


And Fully Engrossed with the Enthu- 
siasm Which Presses Them On- 
ward and Upward. 


‘Among the states which have made a rep- 
resentation at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition none deserves more at- 
tention or,will attract more comment than 
‘South Carolina. 

Somehow or other the idea has become 
general throughout the union that South 
Carolina is a state of red pepper—pepper 
politically and in almost every other way. 


It is probably owing to the history of this 


state, to her peculiar position, that this 
idea has gone forth. It was the fortune of 
South Carolina almost immediately after 
the war of the revolution to be forced to 
the front ag the defender of the institution 


of slavery and all that went with it. 


When the war of 1812 broke out John C. 
Calhoun was the leading statesman of the 
union. His great personality, his great in- 
tellect made him the leader of southern 
sentiment, and so essentially did he em- 
body the views, the wishes, the ambitions 
of the people south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line that South Carolina looked to him ag 
the one great man whom it was her priv- 
flege to furnish to the cause which she es- 
poused. 

A Groat Past. 

Calhoun’s*greatness is really to be meas- 
ured by his compeers. Had his residence 
been among people of mediocre character 
and attainment, his supremacy among 
them would have lost much of its force. 
But when we remember that many of the 
tien who were Mr. Calhoun’s constituents 
were themselves statesmen of high order 
who paid tribute to Mr. Calhoun, forgetting 
their own ambitions, in order that he might 
be their accredited spokesman, we can 
form some idea of his force. South Caro- 
lina called home one senator and commend- 
ed the vice president of the United States, 
who was Mr. Calhoun himself, to leave the 
chair that he might represent her on the 
floor. Another United States senator, Mr. 
Huger, wrote to Mr. Calhoun, then in re- 
tirement, calling upon him to accept his 
seat and speak as only he could for South 
Carolina. A great man and a great state 
both so strongly attached to a great cause, 
which led up to a war that will be the mar- 
vel of history, could not fail to make the 
name of South Carolina one to be hated by 
enemies and beloved by friends. While the 
gallant little Palmetto fighter was thus 
building up a record, another state farther 
up the coast had furnished her Webster to 


lend luster to the rivalry of Calhoun.

‘Trained in a School of Rule. 

The institution of slavery necessarily 
made South Carolina an agricultural state. 
The colonists who had first settled this 
young commonwealth were not mere ad- 
venturers in search of place, nor common 
laborers striving to eke out a livelihood. 
Perhaps no state in the Union can show 
such an aristocratic record as can the peo- 
ple of South Carolina, for there was not a 
colony organized within her midst that was 
mot composed of strong, self-reliant men, 
such men as should give to the world gen- 
erations full of every characteristic that 
makes up a great people. The late Hon. L. 
speaking of the South 
Carolina planters of the day of Calhoun, 
pictured them in the possession of their 
baronial estates; with the responsibility 
upon their shoulders of governing an in- 
ferior race, which called forth those qual- 
ities that afterwards fitted them for places 
in the political arena. They were a people 
gifted with every domestic virtue, with high 
courage, with sterling honesty, with an in- 
dependent spirit that brooked no com- 
promise, and the very justice of their 
cause, the very intelligence of their 
conclusions, made them sometimes appear 
unreasonable to others less highly gifted. 

If South Carolina was thus made the 
leader of the slave movement while it last- 
ed, and the scapegoat of emancipation after 


it came, it should not be forgotten that the

tive; slavery had been abolished, the so- 
cial distinctions had been wiped away, and 
the common people became dissatisfied. 
It happened that at that time Benjamin E. 
Tillman was the force to voice their wishes. 
He came upon the scene like a cyclone. He 
wiped out everything before him.. Great 
names went down into the dust with such 
rapidity that the people felt that they were 
in a whirlwind. The white men of South 
Carolina of all sectiong were aroused. They 
Saw the situation in different lights; they 
grew extreme as earnest men are apt to 
do, and the reign of Tillmanism, with all 
that it embraces, ig now an accomplished 
fact. 


The Progress in Sight. 

The other day Mr. George R. DeSaus- 
sure, a distinguished young banker of this 
city, was called to his ancestral home in 
South Carolina to see his aged grandmoth- 
er. Returning to the city he said: 

“I have always been opposed to Tillman- 
ism, my sympathies were with the other 
side. My family, ag is well known, was as- 
sociated with the old regime in South Caro- 
lina, but I must confess that as much as I 
opposed Tillmanism, I believe that it has 
done the state of South Carolina good. It 
has given the people a thorough shaking 
up. It has aroused those who were rich 

/trom the stupor of defeat. It has enthused 
those who were poor with the spirit of 
equality; it has made all goto work. It has 
arcased in all a desire to do and dare for 
their native state. As I rode through 
the state I watched the farming country 
from the car windows. I could see evi- 
dences of thrift everywhere—new houses, 
new barns, herds of cattle in the fields, 
cultivated areas, well dressed people, grow- 
ing villages, developing business, all of 
which made me feel that though it came 
through much travail, South Carolina was 
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herself again. I look forward to a new era 
when there will be no old regime or new 
regime, Tillmanism, Haskellism, Wade 
Hamptonism, or any other ism, but a great 
enthused, energetic, progressive people, 
proud of South Carolina, proud of her his- 
tory and determined to make the future 
eclipse even the almost unapproachable 
giories of the past.’’ 


An Age of Enthusiasm. 

But all this is of the past. South Caro- 
lina is here. 

She is not only here in name, but she is 
here with such an exhibit as puts to shame 
that of any other state upon the grounds. 

The display from South Carolina is full, 
comprehensive and worthy even the great- 
est state in the union. It shows a variety 
of product wonderful to behold, and which 
must be a surprise to even the South Caro- 
linians who visit here. Ever since 1881, when 
the Cotton States exposition was held in 
Atlanta, South Carolina has kept up her 
attendance at the leading expositions of the 
country. While the newspapers were dis- 
cussing nothing that related to South Car- 
olina except politics, she had sons who 
were quietly at work developing her re- 
sources, so that today the world is surpris- 
ed to learn that what has been called peor, 
agricultural South Carolina, ig really one of 
the richest manufacturing states in the 
union. The exhibits made in the Cotton 
States exposition in 1881 were but a begin- 
ning. It was kept up at New Orleans, at 
Louisville and other places, every few 
years showing advancement upon those 
which had preceded it. When the present 
great exposition was mooted in Atlanta, it 
found South Carolina in the final throes of 
her great political corrvulsion, and though 
those interested in the material jJevelop- 
ment of the state tried hard to get an offi- 
cial exhibit they were disappointed. The 
agitation for a constitutional convention in 
that state putit outof the question for pol- 
iticians to do anything for the material in- 
terests of their country. As time passed 
and the greatness of the occasion began to 
be manifest, wideawake men of South Car- 
olina realized the necessity of doing eome- 
thing. 


The Hand of John C. Hemphill. 

The first action was taken by the Young 
Men’s Business League of Charleston. The 
movant in the matter was Hon. J. C. Hemp- 
hill, managing editor of The News and 
Courier. In this was again exemplified the 
value to a state of a great newspaper and 
a great editor. 

During the period of reconstruction The 
News and Courier, under the late F. W. 
Dawson, was a power for law and order. 
It advocated Anglo-Saxonism with the 
power and with the logic that drove to 
shame those who sought to cast a black 
mantle over the state. When finally the in- 
ternal danger had passed and the time had 
come for South Carolina to resume her 
place as an equal state and to set her 
face toward the rising sun the burning 
words of F. W. Dawson fired the hearts of 
the people and led them on in their pro- 
gressive march. When, by the hand of an 
assassin, the life of this great man was 
taken away, it was fortunate for South Car- 
Olina that he had upon his staff one quali- 
fled to take his place, and though the ca- 
reer of Mr. J. C. Hemphill began under the

Governor Evans borrowed money, which 
of course the legislature will repay, to give 
an impetus to the movement to prepare the 
display now in Atlanta. 


A Precedent Quoted. 


There is a precedent for the action of Gov- 
ernor Evans—one which it may be interest- 
ing for visiting South Carolinians to know. 
The closing years of the life of General 
Robert Toombs, of Georgia, was devoted 
to an effort to undo the work of the re- 
construction constitutional convention 
whose crganic laws controlled the state. He 
succeeded in-having a constitutional con- 
vention called in 1877 and the necessary 
amovnt of money was appropriated by the 
state legislature. When the convention met 
it tound itself faced with a gigantic prob- 
lem. The veteran Roman, summoning all 
his fire and energy, was determined to make 
such an overhauling of what had been done 
since the close of the war that it was 
found impossible to reach even the middle 
of the work for which they had met when 
the appropriation was exhausted. Many of 
the members of the convention were poor, 
and it looked as if the body would have 
to adjourn and leave their work unfinished. 
It was in this crisis that General Toombs 
arose in his place in the convention and 
announced that he personally would meet 
the salary list for the convention if it 
had to remain in session a year. It Was 
owing to this patriotic act that the body 
was enabled to remain in session, Of course

Immediately under 
the cupola stands a sheaf of the’ grain, 
while all around it in cang and barrels is 
the rice in its various stages and in its 
different qualities from the time it leaves 
the sheaf until ready for the table. 


The Tobacco Industry. 

Near by is another display, the story of 
which is remarkable. 

The growth of the tobacco industry has 
been without parallel in the agricultural 
history of the state and the large increase 
in the acreage as compared with that of 
ldst year would seem almost incredible 
were the figures not lrought forward to 
show what has been accomplished in this 
short space of time. 

Something over ten years ago Mr. F. M. 
Rogers; a planter. living about twelve 
miles from Darlington, in the county of the 
same hame, commenced experimenting with 
tcbacco with a view of trying to find some- 
thing that would, to some extent at least, 
take the place of cotton, which had been 
steadily falling in price for some years, 
as a money crop. Mr. Rogers met with 
considerable success in its culture, but his 
experiments were attended with compara- 
tive failure so far as inducing his brother 
farmers to embark in the culture. The rea- 
sons for its tardy recognition as a staple 
crop were numerous, and the farmers as a 
whole were too conservative to put their 
work and money into a crop that they

Toombs was repaid the money he had 
advanced, but it was impossible to repay 
the spirit which he had exhibited. No doubt 
tne legislature of South Carolina will treat 
Governor Evans similarly and he will be 
fully rewarded for having saved the rep- 
utation of his state in an emergency. 


Commissioner Roche Talks. 


In a talk with Hon. E. L. Roche, who is 
the commissioner for the state at large, he 
depicted the greatness which had been 
developed in South Carolina. 

“T have,’’ he said, ‘‘been the commissioner 
for South Carolina in every great fair since 
the Cotton States exposition in 1881. This 
qualifies me to-speak intelligently of the 
great progress which the state has made. 
There was a time away back 
days when the housewife’s spare money 
was made by growing a little indigo. That 
was succeeded by cotton, which up to this 
day is the great staple of the state, but 
which, I am happy to say, has been rude- 
lv thrown about by the advent of rice, the 
phosphate industry, the cotton milling in- 
dustry and so on, until in all our agricul- 
ture, our manufacture and our arts are as 
varied as those of any other state in the 
union. Owing to causes which all intelligent 
readers are aware of we are almost too late 
to enter this exposition. The work of Mr. 
Hemphill, of Charleston; of Governor 
Evans and others has enabled us to get up 
the exhibit which you see here. We organ- 
ized a state central committee, of which 
Governor Evans is the ex-officio chairman, 
and the other members are: First district, 
J. C. Hemphill; second district, W. H. 
Mauldin; third district, J. E. Bradley; 
fourth district, W. A. Clark; fifth district, 
LeRoy Springs; sixth district, J. D. Mont- 
gomery; seventh district, H. H. Brun- 
son. 

‘We are proud of our success, and I am 
sure there is not a South Carolihian who 
will visit the grounds tomorrow who will 
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not thank Governor- Evans for what he 
has done.”’ 
A Grand Display. 

The South Carolina display is to be found 
in the agricultural building. The approach 
to it is most striking. It is entered by a 
huge gateway, the immense balustrades on 
either side being formed of phosphate rocks. 
The department of metallurgy is striking 
and suggestive and most all those who had 
supposed that South Carolina was a cot- 
ton state with cotton milling as the only 
industry possible, growing out of cotton 
growing, will be pleased. The department of

were told by those who were supposed to 
know what they were saying would either 
fail to grow, except in favored localities, 
or if it dil the leaf would be of a 
poor quality and ag a natural consequence 
be cultivated at a loss. A few farmers 
stimulated by the example of Mr. Rogers 
commenced planting tobacco, and while 
geome met with comparative success, others 
lost money and abandoned its culture en- 
tirely. 

It was not, however, until 1889, when Mr, 
D. M. Smoot, a very practical and succesgs- 
ful farmer, living about three miles from 
Darlington, planted five acres, that the 
culture of tobacco began to attract much 
attention, and this might be said the real 
inauguration of its culture in Darlington 
county. Mr. Smoot was successful from 
the start and is now cultivating the largest 
crop—10 acres—that has ever been planted 
in the state.

themselves and no additional evidence is 
needed to show what can be accomplished 
by energy and. skill on the part of the 
farmers:

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Thése figures were prepared by special 
committees appointed by the Tobacco 
Growers’ Association and can be relied on 
as being perfectly accurate. 

It is a matter worthy of special men- 
tion that while the farmers in other sec- 
tions of the state, andethroughout' the 
whole south, were holding meetings with 
the view of devising plans to reduce the 
cotton acreage, the farmers of Darlington 
county took no part in the discussions of 
this nature, but simply went to work and 
devoted some of their lands to the culture 
of a crop which, to most: of them, was 
something in the nature of an experiment. 
They were simply confronted by a grave 
problem, and it is a matter of profound 
congratilation that they proved them- 
selves equal to the emergency by planting 
a crop that made the reduction of the cot- 
ton acreage a necessity and not a matter 
of obligation. For illustration, take the 
case of a farmer,who had been accustomed 
to plant 100 acres in cotton. If he wished 
to plant 10 acres of tobacco he would have 
to reduce his cotton acreage at least 25 
per cent {n order to give him sufficient 
time for the cure and culture of tobacco. 
It is a very fair estimate to say that the 
acreage in tobacco, in Darlington county, 
2,575 acres, means the curtailment of the 


cotton crop to the amount of at least 10,000 


acres. If this estimate be correct, then 
if the example of Darlington county had 
been followed by every other cotton-produc- 
ing county in the south there would be a 
very marked in the number of 
tales produced and a corresponding in- 
crease in price. | : 


Figures of Interest. 


AN 


debt of the state is $6,500,000 and is scarce~ 
ly $5 per capita. The state stands thirteenth 
in wealth in the union, and in the single 
year of 184, notwithstanding the hard 
times, made an increase of $8,300,000. It is 
not in the cotton fields alone, as has been 
already stated, that South Carolina excels. 
The advantages of her water power have 
been such that the state already leads in 
cotton manufacturing, and the same powet 
must give her a like supremacy in every- 
thing in which motive power becames a 
factor. 

Topographically South Carolina is @ 5e- 
ries of steps from the Blue Ridge to the 
coast, ‘‘a country fertile and well watered, 
as her eatly explorers reported. “There is 
no other country in which so little labor 
will produce such great results,” as latter 
day explorers have reported. Special atten- 
tion was devoted to the water powers of 
this section by the compilers of the tenth 
United States census. 

In this report and from subsequent es- 
timates, the following estimates of cost of

Leads in Maaufacturing. 

While speaking of the manufacturing 
capebilities of the state it may be said 
that Spartanburg county enjoys the proud 
distinction of operating more spindles and 
looms and. of investing more money in the 
cotton manufacturing business than any 
other county in the south, There are in the 
county sixteen distinct companies and, 
counting those in process of construction, 
twenty-two separate mills, with combined 
capital stock of $5,364,000, operating 399,- 
548 spindles and 11,984 looms, consuming 
annually nearly 120,000 bales of cotton, em- 
ploying 8,000 operatives and paying out in 
waves and for spindles, cotton, etc., nearly 
$10,000,000 a year. When all the mills now 
projected are completed, one-half the-pop- 
ulation of the county will be dependent 
unon these cotton mills. Most of the op- 
eratives are native born, having been 
drawn from the farms to che mills; they 
have no disturbing labor organizations and 
there is no need of the labor agitator, as 
all differences between employers and em- 
pleyes are settled among themselves and 
in accordance with wise and just state 
laws that have been enacted, the operatives 
are intelligent and contented, and in skill 
and efficiency their superiors are not to 
be found in New England. These mills 
have been paying reguiarly 5 per cent 
semi-annual dividends, and at the same 
time laying aside large sums for running 
expenses: many have increased and some 
have doubled their original plants largely 
out of surplus earnings, issuing merely 
nominal amounts of new stock; and the 
stock has steadily advanced and is today 
quoted at from 125 to 156, and none of- 
fered for sale at these figures. The success 
of these mills has been phenomenal, and 
proves conclusively that the Piedmont re- 
gion of South Carolina is in the very heart 
and center of the manufacturing region 
of the south. 


Some Good Results Noted. 

According to a valuable publication which 
is being distributed by Commissioner 
Roche, the general agricultural] interests 
of the state have passed the old slipshod 
methods and are now conducted upon a 
new plan. 

Since a South Carolina farmer, Mr. 
Drake, several years ago’won the $1,000 
prize for the greatest yield from an acre 
of corn in the whole length and breadth 
of the U States, the eyes of the 
world have been opened in @ degree to 
the fact that South Carolina can raise 
other things than cotton, rice and naval

on account of the distance and time when 
the exposition was held, entered only her 
rice and cotton in competition for premi- 
ums, and took the first in both cases. Mr. 
M. P. Pickett, truck farmer in St. An- 
drew’s parish, Charleston county, made 
this year 130 barrels of Irish potatoes, on 
one acre of ground; the barrels contained 
three bushels each and sold for $1 a bushel, 
$390 per acre: while a few years ago an- 
other Charleston truck farmer cleared $1,500 
on an acre in cucumbers, South Carolina 
will produce anything, 4t least that is a

with some degree of success. 

The state maintains an agricultural ex- 
periment station at Clemson Agricultural 
college, and if anybody has any new pro- 
duction that they wish to test South 
Carolina soil with, they will have all the 
opportunity they want.

The total value amounts to $45,359,700. 
These statistics are reliable, coming 
as they do from the state department of 
agriculture, and their total foots up to 
more than the combined agricultural and 
manufactured products of the state as 
given by the census of 1890, and that when 
cetton sold for 10 cents a pound, as against 
5 cents in 1894.

The Rice Crop. 

The rice crop of the state is qne in which 
there is a great deal of money.- Rice can 
be grown to some extent in every county 
in South Carolina. Upland rice has proved 
to be a very profitable crop. Of late the 
production of rice has fallen off from year 
to year because the price had fallen off. 
Rice is no more difficult to grow than other 
cereals. Its milling requires skill, and is 
expensive if put on the market, but many 
farmers do their milling when the rice 
is for family or plantation use. The com- 
petition of foreign rice holds the market 
down, but cannot compare with Carolina 
rice in quality. The annual production 
is about 35,000 barrels. In 1892 the yield 
was 94,332 barrels. The storm of August, 
1893, destroyed a great deal of the rice, just 
The yield of 1894 has 
shown a gratifying improvement. The 
rice mills in South Carolina are in Charles- 
ton and Georgetown. The great rice fields 
of the state are in the Georgetown sec- 
tion, and between Charleston and Beau- 
fort. Upland rice grows well in all coun- 
ties. The largest yield of rice in South 
Carolina was about 1855—a crop of 3,564,000 
bushels. Its cuitivation began with a 
handful of seed from a wrecked ship, plant- 
ed in a flower garden in Charleston. ~ 


The Mineral Resources, 

The mineral wealth of South Carolina 
is an unknown quantity. In a general 
way it is understood that there consid- 
erable gold in the state; that iron and 
kaolin may be found in abundance; that 
copper, lead, silver, aluminium and other 
valuable ores exist in more or less quah- 
tity, and that among the precious stones 
are to be found the diamond, ruby, opal, 
beryl, chaleedony, jasper, amethyst and 
quartz. The phosphate rock, gold, kaolin, 
iron, monangite and granite are the only 
minerals brought into commerce. 

The ite products of the state are 
valuable and extensive contracts have been 
made for public buildings with granite 
from the Waynesborough quarries. The 
kaolin mine near Aiken ‘exports in large 
quantities abroad and ‘comes back in 
French and German china and French can- 
dies, 

General Trade. 

The tax return for 1894 gives the value of 
merchandise on hand in South Carolina 
stores at $6,605,503; manufactured articles, 
$7,887,046; bank bills and circulating notes, 
$2,848,046; credits, $6,315,014; which is about 
20 per cent of the real value from the most 
conservative estimates to be had: South 
Carolina is well provided with stores of 
the better class, and even the cross-roads 
stores keep good staple merchandise. Fail- 
ures in business are few. Collections are 
excellent compared with those in some 
other parts of the country. The credit 
system has been used in South Carolina 
as elsewhere, but the lesson of the past 
two or three years has been taken to heart 
and cash business is superseding the ruin- 
ous credit system. 

Within the past year or two nearly all 
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of the towns in Carolina have organized 
their boards of trade, or business men’s 
leagues, which are very active in all mat- 
ters relating to the interest of the towns, 
and especially in securing franchises and 
local support for all industrial enterprises. 
Letters addressed to the board of trade 
of any town will find its way into the prop- 
er hands and be promptly answered. 
Charleston is the only jobbing town, and 
it enjoys an excellent trade in groceries 
dry goods, boots and shoes, hats, hard- 
ware, drugs, paints, fruits, ete. Colum- 
bia, Greénville and other small towns do 
some jobbing in certain lines, but their 
main support is local and country trade. 
The legal rate of interest is 7 per cent. 
Eight is allowed by contract. Judgments 
hold for ten years; notes and open ac- 
counts for six. The homestead law is 
$500 personal and $500 real property. The 
property of a married woman is sacred 
for the sake of her children. The laws of 
South Carolina tend to the protection of 
the debtor, but afford the c tor all pro- 
tection for himself on the nse sa: Bm that 
he is the man who will look most narrowly 
into the future. Money investments are 
safe in South Carolina because the law 
protects the investor. Corporations are

is less than in almost any country on this 
side of the Atlantic. The labor is reliable 
too, because the hands that work in the 
factories in South Carolina are mainly the 
sons and daughters of the sturdy, honest 
and honorable farmers of the state. They 
have their homes and the blessings that 
home influence carries with it. It is a 
motable fact that during ali the stringeney 
of the past three years the miils and fae. 
tories of South Carolina found it profit. 
able to continue their work on full time, 
with never a stop, and even paid 8 to yg 
per cent dividends on the Ist of January 
1895, while other mills are today enlarging 
their plants some 50 per cent from the earn. 
ings of the past few years. They have not 
only stood the pressure of hard times, but 
have actually made money, in some in- 
stances a great deal of money. Strikes are 
unknown in South Carolina, because there 
is no conflict here between employer and 
employed; both belong to the same class, 
the same brotherhood of man. That turbu- 
lent element that makes the manufacturing 
and mining districts of other sections go 
dangerous and uninviting is absent here. 
The genial warmth of the southern sun 
permeates even the heart of man, and ex. 
pands it and softens it. A bad spirit ig 
like the pestilence that works in dark cor- 
ners—the sunshine melts it away. South 
Carolina capital has dipped into all kinds 
of industrial enterprises. Of the fifty-seven 
manufacturing industries recognized by the 
United States census, South Carolina fig- 
ures in fifty-five, and in this leads al] of 
her sister states. According to the returns 
for taxation in 1893 the value of manufae- 
tured articles in South Carolina was §7.. 
' 827,044; in 1894, was $7,887,673. The value of 
manufactures is about $2,000,000, according 
to the tax assessors books, which ts not 
the most reliable guide we have for such 
matters. It is really about 20 per cent of 
the actual value. The assessments in 1994 
were reduced. Nearly every town in the 
state has its lumber mill, its cotton seed 
oil mill, and nearly every county in the 
state has its cotton factory, while ma- 
chine shops flourish very generally, and 
canning factories are coming into decided 
prominence as a factor in industrial enter. 
prise. 
The Exports Through Charleston. 

To sum the whole question up, the ex. 
ports of a state best tell what its real con- 
dition is. In South Carolina everything 
centers in the favored old city of Charles. 
ton, where the arrival and clearance of 
vessels are about 700 in number with a ton- 
nage of nearly a million, exclusive of ves- 
sels under 100 tons and the steamboats ply- 
ing Carolina waters. The following table 
shows the exports from Charleston aceord- 
iftg to the latest government publication, It 
will be seen that the exports sum up large- 
ly, and that the articles embrace every- 
thing known to the temperate zone:

EVANS AND TILLMAN ARE OUR GUESTS 


South Carolina Brings a Vast Army 
of Citizens and Soldiers and a 
Message of Love. 


Fifteen thousand South Carolinians will 
storm the exposition this morning. 

A vast army from the Palmetto State, 
numbering far into the thousands, reach- 
ed Atlanta last night and the early morn- 
ing trains will be crowded to the plat- 
forms. 

Never before has one state sent so great 
a delegation to another as has South 
Carolina sent to Georgia today. The people 
ef South Carolina have come by the train 
loads and more than fifteen thousand were 
in Atlanta by 6 o’clock last night. The 
trains that left Augusta this morning and 
due to arrive here at break of day are 
crowded until the passengers were com 
pelled to stand on the steps. Though the 
railroads had reserved a large number of 
extra coaches, it was found that the num- 
ber was insufficient for the crowds that 
clamored about the trains and sought 
transportation. 

Every car that could be rushed into ser 
vice was taken from the shops and still 
there was need for more. Thousands have 
purchased tickets who will have to stand 
all the way in the crowded coaches and 
the number that is coming and will be 
here by 9 o’clock has never before been 
reached or even dreamed of. 

Early yesterday morning the trains over 
the Southern, the Seaboard and Georgia 


roads were crowded to their utmost ca-. 


pacity. In many of the cars there was not 
standing room and the passengers rode on 
a eeat. The first train that brought the 
South Carolinians reached the city at 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. It consisted of 
eight coaches and every coach was pack- 
ed almost to suffocation. In a few minutes 
a second train puffed into the shed and 
this, like the first section, was crowded. 
At frequent intervals through the day the 
trains arrived and theepassengers surged 
through the car shed and crowded the 
sidewalks. The hotels are full and still 
the people come. é 

At noon a special train came in filled 
with the cadets of Clemson Agricultur- 
al college. The train was a long one and 
ran special from the time it started until 
Atlanta was reached. With the cadets 
came their own band of twenty-five pieces. 
As the train rolled into the city, the boys 
shouted and cheered and alighted with 
great eclat. This train was followed by 
another special, which contained other 
college students. 

Scenes About the Carshed. 

The union depot was crowded until it 
Was almost impossible for another person 
to enter. 

The passengers coulda not get out before 
another train would unload and increase 
the crowd, so rapidly did the sections fol- 
low each other. 

On every hand were to be seen the 
natty uniforms of the Palmetto troops. 
The boys swarmed like bees in and out 
and about the shed. On the street the 
crowd surged back and_ forth, jostled 
against each other, elbowed its way along 
and pushed and sawed until the hotels and 
lodging houses were reached. 

All the regular trains filled with pas- 
Sengers from South Carolina and trains 
that generally bring a limited number of 
cars were weighted down with extra 
coaches. The sections followed rapidly, 
but it will be early this morning before 
all arrive. 

Palmetto State Troops Are Here. 
South Carolina will have three thousand 
Soldiers in line this morning when the 
Parade starts. 

The blue coats of the Fifth regiment of 
Georgia will march beside the citizen 
Soldiery of South Carolina and the gallant 
array of visiting troops will be the most 
imposing that has ever been seen upon 
the streets of Atlanta.

An Interesting Member of the South 
Carolina Delegation. 


Among the most picturesque characters 
left standing conspicuously as types of the 
old-time southern gentlemen is Colonel 
Henry D. Capers. Colonel Capers is now in 
Atlanta as commissioner general for the 
and will be a prominent figure in the ex- 
ercises of South Carolina day. Colonel Ca- 
pers Was private secretary of the treasury 
department of the confederacy from the 
moment the provisional government was 
formed. His commission as such dates 
further back than that of any living com- 
missioned officer of the confederacy. 

“It was a thrilling day’s work,” said 
Colonel Capers yesterday. “We had all 
gathered down in Montgomery to form a 
new government and to inaugurate Jeffer- 
son Davis as the first president. He wag 
duly inaugurated and Hon. C. G. Memin- 
ger was made secretary of the treasury of 
the confederacy. He had not been appoint- 
ed very long before he sent for me. I was 
marshal of the day on the part of South 
Carolina. Daniel 8. Printup, of Rome, was 
marshal that day for Georgia. Well, I went 
to see Mr. Meminger and he without any 
further notice introduced me to President 
Davis as his private secretary. We were 
told to get things in readiness at once 
and the first thing ever printed about the 
formation of the new government was the 
notice which appeared the next morning 
in the Montgomery paper stating that the 
office of secretary of the treasury would be 
opened that very morning at 9 o’clock and 
that office hours would run from 9 to 3 
o’clock.”’ 

Colonel Capers afterwards resigned the 
office and was presented with a fine sword 
by the Confederate government as a token 
of his valuable services. He was the only 
man ever given a sword by the Con- 
Sonerety government simply as a compli- 
ment. 

Colonel Capers is one of the most versatile 
and one of the most talented men in the 
south today. He is a scientist, a lawyer, 
ae writer and an author of note. He 
is exceedingly companionable and pleasing 
in whatever company he may be thrown. 


TODAY'S BIG PARADE 


Cracker and Palmetto Soldiers Will 
March in Line. 


TWO GOVERNORS AT THE HEAD 


| Two Thousand South Carolina Soldiers 


Will March. 


ADJUTANT JOHN GARY WATTS’S ORDER 
The Procession Will Form at 9:30 and 
Move at 10—An Imposing 
Spectacle. 


The military parade today will be com- 
mensurate in size and brilliancy with the 
other features, which are expected in their 
sum to make Thanksgiving the most notable 
day in the history of the great exposition. 

Fully 3,500 men will march in the glit- 
tering line which will escort the governor 
of South Carolina and the governor of 
Georgia to the exposition grounds, there 
to be reviewed by the two distinguished 
executives. The South Carolina troops kept 
pouring into town all day yesterday, and 
3,000 of them are now here. Colonel Candler, 
of the Fifth Georgia infantry, the marshal 
of the day, was busily engaged yesterday 
in perfecting the arrangements for what 
will probably be the biggest military spec- 
tacle seen in Atlanta for years, and late 
in the afternoon he issued the following 
order through Captain Lowman, his adju- 
tant: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 27, 1895.—!. The 
marshal’s staff will report to him on Thurs- 
day, at 10 o’clock a. m., at the corner of 
Peachtree street and Edgewood avenue. 

“2. The governor of Georgia and staff will 
take position at the corner of Peachtree 
and Walton streets. 

“3. The Fifth Regiment infantry, Georgia 
volunteers, will take position on Walton 
street, with right resting on Peachtree. 

‘4. The Macon Volunteers and Light In- 
fantry will take position on Peachtree, with 
right resting on Walton. 

“D). The Atlanta Artillery will take posi- 
tion in column between Poplar and Walton 
streets, on Broad, with head of column at 
Walton. 

“6. The governor of South Carolina and 
staff will take position on Walton street, 
between F'e and b 

‘7. The South Carolina Cadets and state 
troops will take position on Walton street, 
with right resting on Forsyth, in their 
regular order. 

‘Each organization will take the position 
above assigned at 10:15 o’clock a. m. 

“9. The line of march will be as follows: 
Peachtree to Wall, Wall to Pryor, Pryor 
to Edgewood avenue, Edgewood avenue to 
Ivy, Ivy to Peachtree, out Peachtree to 
Fourteenth street intc exposition grounds. 
The column will be reviewed by the gover- 
nor of South Carolina and the governor of 
Georgia at the government building.

Of the Georgia troops, the Fifth regt- 
ment, under command of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Park Woodward, will probably have 300 
men in the ranks; the Atlanta Artillery, 
Captain Kempton commanding, forty 
mei, with four guns; the Macon Light 
infantry, Captain Bell, and the Macon 
Volunteers, Captain Carnes, about fifty 
men each. The Governor's Horse Guards, 
which took part in the Manhattan da? 
parade, will not turn out today. 

Several thousand men will march to the 
beat of the drum and it will be one of the 
longest as well as the best. Colonel Candler 
marshal of the day, has arranged the 
line of march and the place for the for- 
mation of the column. The troops will 
meet at 9 o’clock this morning at the 
corner of North Broad and Walton streets 
and the various regiments and brigades 
will form on the neighboring streets. 

At 10 o’clock the vast army will move 
fcwvard and proceed out Peachtree street 
to the exposition. The governor of South 
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Carolina and the governor of Georgia 
will ride side by side at the head of the 
column. The staffs of the two governors 
will ride with their commanders-in-chief. 
Then will follow the infantry, divided by 
bands. 

General Watt’s Official Order. 

The following official order has been 
issued by General Watts, of the South 
Carolina troops: 

“General Order.—The state volunteer 
troops will assemble at 9 a. m., November 
28th, on Walton street, the right of tne 
line resting on North Broad street and in 
the following order:

Walton to Peachtree, Peachtree to Wall, 
Wall to North Pryor, North Fryor to its 
intersection with Peachtree, thence to the 
exposition grounds. 

“7. On reaching the exposition grounds 
the troops will be reviewed by his excel- 
lency, the governor of South Carolina, and 
his excellency, the governor of Georgia. 
On the termination of the review the com- 
manders of the different brigades will 
give such orders for the return of their 
corsamands to their quarters as they may 
think proper. 

“8 The commanding officers and the cap- 
tains of the various companies with the 
exception of the fourth brigade, will re- 
port to the adjutant and inspector general’s 
headquarters at the Aragon hotel at 8:30 
o’clock p. m. Wednesday, 2ith of Novem- 
ber.

Though this is the only woman’s col- 
lege that will come in a body, nearly all tne 
colleges and institutes of the state will be 
well represented today. 

Veterans of the Mexican War.

The sheriff and the leading citizens of 
Gibson, in Glascock county in this state, 
did a good thing the other night when 
they persuaded ‘a mob of lynchers to 
disperse and leave a charged 
with an assault upon a white woman, 
to the orderly course of justice. 

These good citizens did not stop here. 
They sent a messenger to Judge Reese, 
at Warrenton, and secured his promise 
to hold-an early special term ef court 
to dispose of the case. The sheriff plac- 
ed a strong posse on guard at the jail 
and the proposed lynching was aban- 
doned. 

The same night, at Abbeville, S. C., a 
mob attempted to take a prisoner out 
of jail and lynch him, but the sheriff 
and the militia made a firm stand and 
the lynchers gave up their scheme. 

We are glad to see the officials and 
reading citizens getting together and 
upholding the law and Judge Reese 
cannot be too highly commended for his 
response to the people of Gibson who 
demanded swift jastice in the case of 
the negro outlaw. 

Speedy and certain justice is the so- 
lution of the lynching problem. When 
the people become satisfied that dan- 
gerous criminals of this type will be 
tried, convicted and punished without 
unnecessary delay they will leave them 
to the courts. Our penal code should be 
overhauled and we should get rid of the 
delays and appeals which now mate it 
possible for criminals to postpone their 
punishment several years and perhaps 
finally escape.

In the 
exposition city ‘‘Home, Sweet Home”’ is in 
the minds of all of “ours,’’ despite the 
fact that Atlanta has thrown so wide her 
arms in welcome to her sister as to well 
nigh turn the heads of men and women less 
well balanced than those of Gotham, Mayor 
Strong has captured the city, and Squadron 
A owns all the suburbs.

New York World: <All New York was not 
exposed to the mist and rain of a drear 
November day yesterday. A very large and 
in every way creditable part of New York 
enjoyed the perfect weather of a southern 
autumn day at Atlanta. And while they 
were gathering pleasant impressions of the 
south, they were leaving equally pleasant 
impressions on their entertainers. It would 
be hard to measure the real value of such 
celebrations as the managers of the Atlanta 
exposition have so successfully carried out, 
and none of them has been more successful 
than yesterday’s New York day. 

New York Sun: New York city made a 
good enough display at Atlanta yesterday, 
and the people there seem to have been 
well pleased with it. It might have been 
better for the mayor of New York if he 
had not set foot in Atlanta till Monday 
morning, for, as soon as he arrived there, 
he was made acquainted with Georgia hos- 
pitality. A reception awaited him, and a 
banquet followed it, which breught Satur- 
day night to a close. Sunday was a day of 
receptions for him, and he got another 
banquet on Sunday night. When Monday 
morning broke he had a vast number of 
duties for the day, before the final grand 
banquet in his honor at night. Such is the 
hospitality at Atlanta, with plenty of good 
things between banquets. How could any- 
body expect Mayor Strong to deliver an 
official oration worthy of New York? When 
a man has to deliver an oration, he should 
not eat much on the day set for it. The 
reason that there were only a few hundreds 
of our business men at Atlanta is that 
these are busy times for the merchants of 
New York. It is hard for the solid men 
engaged in commercial pursuits. here to 
take a week off in the month of November.

We 
are well enough’ satisfied, however, with 
Manhattan day at the Atlanta exposition. 
There was nothing the matter with New 
York there. Our exhibit of goods at the 
exposition is attractive, and, for the past 
three days, there have been specimens of 
New Yorkers and Brooklynites within sight. 

Baltimore Herald: New York ts utilizing 
to the utmost the opportunity presented 
by the visit of a large delegation from 
Gotham to Atlanta. In every conceivable 
manner Georgians and the people of the 
whole south are impressed with the advan- 
tages of entering into commercial relations 
with the town on the Hudson, and the visit- 
ors endeavor to cultivate the impression 
that there is only one city on the continent. 
Some of the methods employed to boom 
New York resemble those of an advance 
agent for a cireus, but they serve the 
purpose of attracting attention, and that 
is what the originators want. When once 
southern merchants have been induced to 
call, no difficulty will be experienced in 
holding their trade.

Pray for Cuba. 

On this day of prayer and thanksgiving, 
when we in Atlanta have sS0 much to be 
thankful for in the way of success for 
our great effort, and when, in the dawn 
of a returning prosperity all over the 
country, we sit down around the thanks- 
giving dinner table and make merry—on 
this day would it not be well for us to 
offer up a prayer in behalf of our suf- 
fering sister, Cuba? It is especially prop- 
er that the south should offer up a prayer, 
for in the south there still lives the old 
spirit of liberty that animated the men of 
Lexington, the Cowpens and Yorktown-—- 
the spirit of ’76. In the south, too, there 
is the spirit which says that, in a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people, the people should have the 
ruling voice, and the politicians should be 
subservient to the people. The voice of the 
people seems to say everywhere: “Cuba 
must be free."’ The speech of Charles A. 
Dana, at the Cooper Union on Tuesday 
night, was but the voicing by a courageous 
man of the sentiment that pervades this 
country—north, south, east and west. It 
is not the sentiment of the commercial 
people of the north, nor is it a sentiment 
begctten by the warmer pulses of the 
south, It is not local. 

With our birth there was given to us 
in this country a divine breath and that 
breath was from the spirit of liberty. A 
part of every American’s life-blood is that 
spirit of liberty, and in the south that 
spirit has been kept first and foremost— 
ahead of everything else. The people of 
the south have ever been patriotic to a 
fault and now they feel even more than 
does any other portion of the country that 
this nation which, in time, will be called 
the mother of republics, should take under 
its wing the newest born member of that 
family, and guard it against the onslaughts 
of the monarchial wolf. When an op- 
pressed people try to lift the yoke that 
binds them to their oppressor the spirit 
of ‘76 prompts each and every true Ameri- 
can to stretch out his hand to the strug- 
gler, and by moral influence, if nothing 
else, aid it to its feet. 

In theory it is perfectly correct for the 
general government to remain quiescent 
in this matter.

The 
voice of humanity seems to call upon us to 
demand that Spain give these struggling 
people who have shown themselves to be 
possessed of such > great endurance, aj 
chance; to declare them belligorents, and 
let the fight be fair and square and upon 
open ground. If our general government 
dare not do this, then it is time that the 
plan of our general government should be 
changed so the people and not the poli- 
ticilans should have the ordering of things. 
The soth has ever stood for the rights of 
the pevple. The south has ever stood for 
the individuality of the nation. The south 
has ever stood for upholding the dignity 
of the flag. Kut the south has never stood, 
and never will stand, for that system or 
government which makes the machinery 
work at the bidding of the politicians and 
which makes the dictates of humanity sub- 
servient to the demand of the office-holder.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“There is a man who just said he felt 
sorry for the reaction after the exposition,” 
said Captain W. W. Starr, of Savannah, 
yesterday. ‘‘I see no reason to dread a re- 
action. Of course, when the crowds go 
away it will not be so bustling around here 
after the first of the year, and the mer- 
chants will not do as much business as 
they are doing now. But they will do 
more than they were doing a year ago at 
the same time or two years before. All 
the talk about the world’s fair having given 
Chicago a black eye is absurd. The fair 
was a wonderful help to Chicago. There 
is more business in that city now, though, 
than she ever had before. This exposition 
will leave from ten to twenty millions dol- 
lars in Atlanta. How many people will 
take more money away from Atlanta than 
they bring here? Only a few amusement 
people and fakirs and it is the exception 
when they do not spend ali they make. 
The army of exhibitors leave a large sum 
themselves. It is calculated that the vis- 
itors to an exposition spend on an aver. 
age $10. True, many people core in the 
morning and leave at nigat, but a great 
proportion of these make two or three 
visits. The railroads get a good share 
of the money that is spent, but they do 
not get what is left at the hotels and 
in the stores and boarding houses and at 
the exposition. I do not know anything 
about the deposits at the Atlanta banks, 
but I have no doubt in the world that 
their books and safes wiil show a great 
influx of currency, deposited by the busi- 
ness men and hotels. Atlanta’s merchants 
must not compare next February with Oc- 
tober, November and December, but with 
the correspording month in previous years. 
The streets here show that the peopie.are 
spending money liberally. Atlanta will en- 
joy the benefits of this exposition for a 
long time to come.’’ 
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The Southern’s limited was split in two 
sections.

It seems 
that after he got a load or a part ofa load 
of: logs the commandaat of that part of 
the coast came down on him with some In- 
dian soldiers and seized the vessel. The 
commandant said that Americans were 
slipping into Honduras, cutting the ma- 
hogany and making off with it without so 
much as saying by your leave. The cap- 
tain had to throw over sixty-eight fine 
logs, but was allowed to keep four in his 
vessel. This was a fine point in the vessel's 
fuvor when the question of condemnation 
came up, for had the entire, cargo been 
thrown over it could have been claimed 
by the underwriters that the voyage was 
compleied. There will be some suits growing 
out of this case very likely and perhaps 
some international correspondence on the 
subject of the mahogany trade.

& Co. The weed is not strong now. To- 
bacco undergoes a sweating every year, 
Mr. Butler explained, and each year loses 
some of its strength and flavor. Mr. But- 
ler is putting in good words for the Ten- 
nessee centennial, which is to be held in 
Nashville next year. He is very compli- 
mentary to Atlanta and says that Tennes- 
seeans share in whatever giory is Atlan- 
ta’s, because his state sent so many good 
men here. There will be a committee here 
next week from Nashville to see exhibitors 
in regard to sending displays there after 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition closes. Six buildings will be com- 
pleted in February, he says, and as no 
charge will be made for space, he thinks 
that exhibitors would find it cheaper to 
store displays at Nashville than to ship 
them all the way home.

GLEN WATERS’S FUNERAL. 


IT WILL OCCUR AT FAYETTE- 
VILLE TOMORROW MORNING. 


His Remains Will Reach This City 
Over the Southern This 
- Afternoon. 


The remains of Glen Waters, the popular 
Journalist, who died in New York Tuesday, 
will reach the city this afternoon at 4 
o’clock over the Southern. If the train 
reaches the city in time the remains will 
be transferred to the Atlanta and Florida 
train and carried to Fayetteville, where 
the interment will occur tomorrow. If 
the train does not reach the city in time 
the remains will be kept in Atlanta until 
tomorrow morning and the funeral services 
held here. 


The announcement of the death of Glen 
Waters was received in Atlanta with pro- 
found sorrow. He was for years one of 
the most promising of the young news- 
paper men of the city. He was loved by 
all his co-workers and was popular 
throughout the city. He went to New 
York three years ago to find a larger field 
for the exercise of his decided talent for 
newspaper work and made quite a success 
there. 

The following resolutions bearing on his 
death were adopted by the Atlanta Press 
Club yesterday afternoon: 

*‘Whereas, Glen Waters, for years one 
of the best known members of the news- 
paper guild of Atlanta, and who occupied 
a high place in the esteem of his fellow- 
craftsmen and the people generally, died in 
New York yesterday, stricken in the har- 
ness at the best period of his career; there- 
fore, be it : 

“Resolved, That the newspaper men of 
Atlanta, his associates and friends, to 
whom a close acquaintance offered the op- 
portunity of knowing his genuine worth 
and exceptional talent, keenly realize the 
personal and professional loss sustained in 
his untimely death; also, be it 

‘“‘Resolved, That we tender to his wife 
and all the members of his family the 
deepest measure of our heartfelt sympathy 
in their great bereavement.”’ 


FRIDAY NIGHT’S RALLY. 


The High School Alumni Preparing for 
a Grand Occasion. 

The meeting of the Boys’ High school 
alumni tomorrow evening promises to be 
one of rare interest. It will be one of the 
largest gatherings of the kind ever known 
in the history of the school. 

The purpose for which the meeting is 
called is well known. It is hoped that by 
coming together in this way a deeper in- 
terest may be aroused in the high school. 
No institution has performed a more im- 
portant mission in preparing young men 
for the duties and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship, and no institution is entitled to a 
warmer place in Atlanta’s heart. 

Hundreds of the poorest boys of this 
city have been educated at the Boys’ High 
school, and many of these have risen to 
high and influential positions in the state. 
Notably among these was a poor boy who 
graduated several years ago with the high- 
est honors of his class. At the University 
of Georgia he made the same brilliant rec- 
ord, and graduated with the highest honors 
of that institution. Since graduating he 
has made a name for himself in journal- 
ism, and no office in the gift of the Ameri- 
can people is beyond the scope of his 
possibilities. This illustrates the good work 
which the school is doing. It is supremely 
a school for the poor boys, but the sons 
of the rich are not excluded. The curricu- 
lum is so complete and thorough, and the 
discipline so perfect, that no institution in 
the country of the same grade can gur- 
pass it in educational advantages. 

The graduates of the school intend to 
-combine their strength in an effort to bring 
before the public the merits of the institu- 
tion and to show what has been accom- 
plished by the school during the last twenty- 
five years. It is also the purpose of this 
alumni meeting to advocate the speedy 
erection of the new high school building. 

The meeting tomorrow evening will be 
held in the city courtroom. A number of 
eloquent speeches will be made, and every 
graduate of the school, as well as every 
student who has been connected with it, 
is expected to be on hand.

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| GEORGIA MAYORS. 


City Officials of Many Cities Will See 
the Show Today. 


COUNCIL IN CHARGE OF THEM 


Macon’s Mayor and Council Will Come 
on a Special Train—lInteresting 
Programme Arranged. 


One score and more mayors, all chief cx- 
ecutives of happy, progressive and pros- 
perous municipalities of Georgia, will be 


in Atlanta today. 

Every one will be given the attention 
generally of Mayor King, and the entire 
membership of the general council of At- 
lanta, while each one will have the exclu- 
sive guidance and guardianship of some 
one member of either the board of alder- 
men or council, set-aside for him and his 
party by a special prociamation issued by 
Mayor King yesterday. 

The mayors, whose presence will make 
the galaxy of the executive departments 
of the gtate of Georgia a feature in the 
history of the state when the events of the 
next decade shall have been chronicled, 
come from the cities foremost and most 
progressive in the strides of the Empire 
State of the South is makinf to the front. 

But prominent, and probably most prom- 
inent, in the gathering of a score and 
more of Georgia mayors will be Mayor 
Horne, of Macon, who will reach Atlanta 
this morning at 10 o’clock on a special 
train from the Central City, accompanied 
by the members of the general council of 
that city and the city hall officials who 
surround and pay attention to their chief 
executive, 

The mayors of all the cities and towns of 
the state who have acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of invitations and have expressed in 
reply a determination to come will reach 
Atlanta during the morning hours, ranging 
from 4 o’clock until 10, and will at that 
hour convene at the council chamber, 
as has been requested in the letter from 
Mayor King which has been filed in his 
office to await a welcome which they will 
appreciate, 

So divergent from the union depot are 
the points from which the visiting mayors 
come and so many are the trains by which 
they may come, that Mayor King, after a 
thorough study of the many time tables,has 
found it almost impossible to arrange for 
a meeting by committees of all that he 
has notified them to wend their way to the 
council chamber by 10 o’clock, at the same 
time giving each one the name of the 
member of the genera] council who has 
been appomted to take especial care of 
him, and by whom he will be met at the 
station, if a meeting between strangers in 
a crowded union depot like that of Atlanta's 
can pan out. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning Mayor King, 
accompanied by the special committee pro- 
vided by the action ef the general council 
‘Monday last, a week ago, will leave the 
union depot on a Central train to meet the 
special train on the same road bringing 
Mayor Horne and his party from Macon. 
The two trains will meet at some point 
between Atlanta and Griffin, and then 
Mayor King and the special committee, 
composed of Mr. Harman, chairman, Mr. 
Haralson, Mr. Miller, Mr. Welch of the 
fifth ward, Mr. Tolbert and Mr. Campbell, 
will be transferred to the special, where 
they will officially welcome Mayor Horae 
and his official household to Atlanta. 

Badges with the Macon pendant they wore 
when here before, with a pure white silk, 
carrying the face of Mr. S. M. Inman, and 
one of cream color carrying Atlanta’s 
greeting to the mayors of Georgia swing- 
ing below it, the Central City officials will 
leave the union depot for a two-block walk 
to the city hall. 

The military on the same train will be 
met at the union depot by a detachment 
from the Fifth Georgia regiment, under 
orders of Colonel Candler, and will be 
escorted to a place tn the military line for 
the march. 

When Mavor Horne and 
reach the city hall, it. is expected that 
mayors of more than twenty cities will 
have reached that point of rendezvous be- 
fore. ‘ 

The council chamber, which was hand- 
somely decorated yesterday afternoon, will 
be the hall of mingling for more mayors 
than have ever gathered before in Georgia. 
Mayor King will welcome all to the city. 
The indications are that there will then 
bé short talks in response by Mayor O’Fer- 
rall, of Athens; Mayor Woodyard, of West 
Point; Mayor Wight, of Albany, and Mayor 
Stade, of Columbus. All of these city 
executives are anticipated on the oratorical] 
part of the programme, and it may be that 
others, as the indications are strongly that 
way, will have a word to say. 

While the happy words of the merry wel- 
come and the responses are being uttered 
a delightful and enjoyable luncheon will be 
spread in the council chamber. 

After the lunch Mayor King and the spe- 
cial committee of five mentioned will take 
active charge of Mayor Horne and his 
party from Macon for the day. But while 
Mayor King and the special committee will 
have the care and attention of Mayor Horne 
and official family directly in hand, they 
will give every attention possible to the 
other mayors, each of whom will have 
been entrusted to the especial care of some 
one of the mary trained guides of the 
general council membership. 

The speaking and the lunch over, the en- 
tire party will leave the city hall about 
11:30 o’clock, in tally-hos and carriages, for 
a drive over Pryor and Hunter to Whitehall 
and down Whitehall to Alabama. Over 
Whitehall the wheels will roll to Alabama 
and then to Broad and then along Broad to 
Peachtree to Wilson avenue and into the 
grounds. 

Once inside the grounds the carriages and 
tallyhos will go direct to the government 
building, “Where they Will be dismissed. 
Under the guidance of Mayor King and 
party, the visiting mayors and others will 
be hurriedly shown through the govern- 
ment building, the fine arts building, the 
Georgia state building, the agricultural 
building and the forestry building. 

As the chimes ring at 5 o’clock the visi- 
tors will leave the inviting Midway for the 
Piedmont Driving Club, where all of the 
mayors and other members of the party 
will be given an elaborate and refreshing 
dinner. It is safe to say that two hours 
will be passed around the table and that 
many appetites, both of taste and hearing, 
will have been satisfied. 

After the dinner the guests of Mayor 
King and the general council will be giv- 
en advantageous positions to witness the 
fireworks of the evening—a display which 
it is said will surpass all previous efforts.

Mr. Llorens was loud in praise for the 
sympathy which the Cubans were receiv- 
ing by the United States, Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. “We are going to give a 
series of dances and other entertainments 
in the near future here in Atlanta in order 
to raise funds for our friends in Cuba, and 
we have already raised a large sum. Every 
Cuban workman in the United States now 
gives a good sum every week from his 
wages for the cause. On December 17th 
we will give a dance at some hall here in 
the city and hope to raise a neat sum, 
which will be sent to Cuba for the help of 
our friends. The loyalty of the Cubans 
in the United States to their insurgent 
brethren is wonderful.” ;

Qne More of Atlanta’s Detectives on the 
Suspended List. 


LOONEY, CASON AND MEHAFFEY 


Charges Against Them for Receiving 
Money To Be Tried Tomorrow 
Afternoon by the Board. 


As forecasted in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion Detective W. S. Mehaffey was sus- 
pended yesterday in connection with the 
charges made by Annie Grey, the Collins 
street housekeeper. 

Chief Connolly investigated the charge 
against the detective and decided that the 
charge should be fully investigated by the 
board of commissioners. He issued an or- 
der adding the name of Mr. Mehaffey to 
the list of suspended detectives. 

Those now under suspension charged with 
receiving money from the Grey woman are 
Detectives Looney, Cason and Mehaffey. 
Those officers will be arraigned before 
the board for trial tomorrow afternoon. 

The sensational story told by Mrs. Grey 
in the office of the chief of police, an ac- 
count of which appeared in yesterday’s 
Constitution, created a stir in police and 
other circles yesterday. The charges of 
corruption were widely discussed and both 
Sides of the case came in for criticism. 

There was a strong sentiment in the pub- 
lic mind in favor of a strict investiga- 
tion of the charges against these oft-ac- 
cused officers. 

The suspension of Detective Mehaffey 
Was expected. It was based on the charge 
of Mrs. Grey that she gave him $5, which 
he returned but again accepted. The wo- 
man maintains that the detective kept the 
money when it was handed to him the 
second time, and it was on that contention 
that Chief Connolly decided to suspend 
Mehaffey. 

It seems that Detectives Mehaffey and 
Wootten did some detective work for Mrs. 
Grey sometime ago. When the work was 
finished the woman claims to 
have given Detective Mehaffey $10, 
half of which was for Detec- 
tive Wootten. The detectives carried 
the money to Chief Connolly and asked 
what should be done with it. The chief 
instructed the officers to refund the money 
to Mrs. Grey, and Detective Mehaffey re- 
turned to the woman's house for the pur- 
pose. 

Mrs. Grey says that the detective came 
to her house and said that he had been 
instructed to return the money, but as he 
did not show any burning desire to do so, 
she told him to keep the money, suggest- 
ing that he might need a new hat or some- 
thing of the kind. She maintains that 
the detective then kept the money and has 
it until this day, so far as she knows. 

Detectives Mehaffey end Wootten deny 
the statement of Mrs. Grey. Both claim 
that the money was returned, and Detec- 
tive Mehaffey states that it was not again 
accepted. Detective Wootten claims to 
have seen Mehaffey give the money back 
to the woman. 

Detective Cason was seen by The Consti- 
tution yesterday. When asked if he had 
any statement to make concerning the ad- 
ditional charges made against him, replied 
that he had not, further than to denounce 
the charges untrue. 

“There is absolutely no truth in the 
charges against myself and Mr. Looney, 
and we will be able to so establish when we 
are given a hearing before the board. The 
charges are made for revenge, we having 
testified against the woman in the city 
court. IJ am ready for a trial, and want 
one. Until that time, we ask the public to 
suspend judgment in justice to ourselves.” 

Detective Looney was present during the 
conversation and fully concurred in the re- 
marks of Mr. Cason. 

Detective Mehaffey says that he can prove 
that he did not accept the money from the 
woman after giving it back to her. 

The trial of the cases will bring out some 
startling evidence. Mrs. Grey will testify 
to the statements made by herself printed 
in yesterday’s Constitution, and will go 
into details in which she claims to have 
given the detectives money for protection. 

Mrs. Grey will have at léast one witness 
to corroborate her evidence against De- 
tective Looney. She claims that on one 
occasion one of the inmates of her house 
was handed $10 to give to Looney. The wo- 
man gave the money to the detective but 
he returned it with the remark that he could 
not accept the money from a second par. 
ty. The woman then returned the money 
to Mrs. Grey, according to the story, and 
she gave it to Looney, the latter remark- 
ing that she was the proper person to do 
so, 

The Collins street woman was recently 
prosecuted in the city court. They were 
indicted by the grand jury. The grand jury 
indictments were transferred to the city 
court. Looney and Cason signed the in- 
dictments.

MR. P. A. FRANKLIN'S WORK 


He Conceived the Flan of the Trip and 
Executed Its Details—He Return- 
ed Home Yesterday.

Before leaving the city yesterday morn- 
ing a wreath of southern roses was laid at 
the feet of the bronze statue of Henry W. 
Grady by the members of the New York 
Press Club. 

It was a beautiful tribute to one who had 
been a co-worker with them in the ranks 
of journalism and whose genius and ability 
had made him the pride of the profession. 

At the same time it emphasized the fact 
that all secticnal bitterness was forget- 
ten and that north and south were both 
arrayed under the banner of a common 
patriotism. This visit to the monument 
therefore was not only a tribute to a broth- 
er journalist, but the tribute of the great 
Empire State of New York to the memory 
of America’s greatest peacemaker. 

It was just 11 o’clock when the members 
of the press club wended their way through 
the crowded streets to the base of the mon- 
ument. Within a few seconds after rvach- 
ing their destination a very large crowd 
had gathered in the square about the mon- 
ument and passers-by along the _ street 
stopped to see what was meant by the im- 
mense throng. 

With a beautiful wreath on his arm Colo- 
nel A. B. DeFrece, the chairman of the 
press delegation, stepped to the front and, 
addressing Colonel Joe Howard, Jr., said: 
“Sir, before leaving Atlanta the members 
of the New York Press Club desire to 
show their admiration for the man in 
whose honor this bronze statue has been 
erected. As the president of the New York 
Press Club, therefore, I ask you to 
lay this wreath upon his statue as a feeble 
tribute of our love for him.” 


Colonel Howard’s Speech. 

Mounting the base of the statue Colonel 
Howard said: 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen--It has been said 
that providence moves in a mysterious Way. 
Never was this familiar truth more eptly 
illustrated than in the untimely death of 
Henry W. Grady. Yet ‘He doeth all things 
well,’”’ said the speaker, pointing his finger 
upward. “He plants and He reaps and 
none can question His righteous judg- 
ments.’’ 

Colonel Howard referred to Mr. Grady’s 
brilliant qualifications as a journalist end 
declared that he had been a towering fig- 


ure in his profession. ‘‘His life,’’ said he, 
“was a blessing to his people. His monu- 


ment stands here as an incentive to his 
brethren, urging us on to greater deeds ard 
reminding us that we, too, may win such 
rewards if we seek them as he did in the 
love of our fellow men. In honoring the 
memory of Mr. Grady we do honor to our- 
selves.”’

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 27.—Although prices 
were variable under contrary influences to- 
day, they closed higher. Early transactions 
showed a rise of 3 points, owing to the 
fact that Liverpool advices were better 
than had been expected. Then this improve+ 
ment was lost and a decline followed of 
6 to 7 points, bringing prices down 9 to 10 
points from the best figures of the morn- 
ing. This recession was due to a decline 
jin Liverpool and selling here by New Or- 
leans, Liverpool and local German houses, 
Still later, however, the loss was recovered, 
and an advancé was established for the 
day of 6 to 7 points, closing steady, with 
sales of 280,900. The last improvement was 
due to light receipts at the ports and in- 
terior towns, New Orleans buying and local 
covering, some of the larger shorts liquid- 
ating heavily. Liverpool sold 12,000 bales on 
the spot at full and unchanged prices. 
Futures there declined 2's to 4% points, 
the distant months showing the most 
depression. New Orleans, like New York, 
was irregular, opening higher, then de- 
clining 5 to 6 points compared with last 
night’s close, and then regaining the lost 
ground and making a net’ advance of 7 to 8 
points. The receipts at New Orleans to- 
morrow are estimated at 5,000 to 6,000 bales, 
against 9,115 last week, 13,993 last year and 
18,551 in 1898, and at Houston 6,20, against 
14,927 last year. The port receipts today 
were 37,590 bales, aginst 36,322 last week, 
50,840 last year and 38,457 in 1893. Thus far 
this week they are 146,669, against 47,787 thus 
far last week. Spot cotton here was quiet 
and unchanged, with sales of 202 for spin- 
ning. Moabile and Charleston advanced 4c 
and Norfolk declined 1-l6c, and New Or- 
leans sold 2,000. St. Louis received today 
1.514, against 987 last week and 1,860 last 
vear: Memphis 2,658, against 3.328 and 4,657; 
Houston 3,345, against 5,709 and 9,675. St. 
Louis shipped 2,531 Memphis 4,916 and 
Houston 7,163. Manchester was quiet‘ and 
steady. The semi-weekly estimate of re- 
ceipts at thirteen interior towns was only 
82,000, against 98,000 last week, 123,000 last 
vear and 100,000 in 1898. This small estimate, 
as well as the light receipts today at both 
the ports and interior towns and expecta- 
tions of very small arrivals at New Or- 
leans and Houston tomorrow account for 
the advance today. The Kuropean political 
and financial situation, however, was much 
better. British consols advanced sharply, 
and it is said that no gold will be exported 


this week. Liverpool continues active; Man- 


chester spinners are looking for a trade 
shortly; spot prices are rising at the south, 
and. in a word, the situation continues to 
be bullish, and a further advance is on the 
ecards for the immediate future unless 
there is a sudden and unexpected increase 
in the crop movement, or some other un- 
favorable developments. We continue to 
recommend cotton as a purchase on the 
downward reactions.

MORE SUPREME COURT JUSTICES. 


The House Indorses the Proposition 
That They Be Elected by the People. 

When the house began its work yes- 
terday morning, Speaker Fleming resum- 
ed his argument in favor of his bill and 
especially in favor of the original proposi- 
von that the judges be elected by the 


people. 

“On yesterday,” he began, “I promised 
that I would not go over again the first 
pranch of my argument, and I intend to 
keep that promise. If it be true that every 
member of this house sees the necessity 
of relief to the supreme court, the next 
question is whether or not the plan of re- 
lief proposed by this bill is the best plan. 
If there is any other plan that is better 
than this, then that other plan ought to 
be adopted. There are two ways by which 
relief can be given to the supreme court: 
dne is to place some sort of prohibitory 

w to prevent so many cases from going 
“ the supreme court. You might put a 
money limitation. But every fair-minded 
man revolts from that idea. It would 
make it a rich man’s court and the poor 
man would be denied the justice to which 
he is entitled. Consequently I do not be-. 
lieve that a plan like that would get fifty 
yotes on this floor. The other way to pro- 
yide relief would be to increase the work- 
ing power of the supreme court or to es- 
tablish some sort of intermediate court 
or some additional court. 

Some of the Plans Suggested. 

"If we establish an imtermediate court 
we have done nothing. It simply puts an- 
‘other stopping place in the way, and in- 
ddentaly would put more fees into the 
pockets of the lawyers. We want no such 
law as that. We want justice, and we 
want itas cheap and as rapid as we possi- 
bly can get it. Another plan would be to 
establish a court of appeals, which in cer- 
tan lines of business, would be co-equal 
with the supreme court, There seems to 
be no advantage in that because it would 
simply establish a court as a rival to the 
supreme court, and would increase the cost 
by having another set of clerks, new 
sheriffs and new reporters. 

“The plan I propose has been adopted 
by all the members of the bar and judi- 
Clary committee, ag the cheapest and most 
direct of all the plans. Hon. Clifford An- 
_derson, ex-attprney ,general, expressed his 
opinion that this plan was the solution to 
the whole trouble. This plan is not alto- 
gether theoretical. It has been tried by 
the state of Missouri and has given the 
most entire satisfaction, as I am informed. 

“I hope that the majority will” yield 
gracefully to the majority and help us 
to get a two-third vote. I am in favor 
of electing the supreme court judges by 
the people. If the majority say that they 
Want them elected by the legislature, I 
am in favor of the bill, and will vote for 
that rather than have the bill lost. If I 
can convince you, then vote with me, but 
if not, then vote your honest convictions. 

No Question of Morals. 

“In the first place, I want to impress it 

Upon the minds of every member of this 

that this question involves no moral 
Question. It is simply a question, of judg- 
Ment. It is a question of policy and there 
8 No question of morals involved in it 
Whatever. It is just as right to elect by 
the legislature as to elect by the people, 
a8 far as morals are concerned, and it 
ls just as right to let the people elect as 
to let the legislature elect. Therefore, in 
the discussion of this question I hope that 
every member will hold himself down to 
Plain, practical sense.

“Some one may ask the question, if we 
let the people elect the supreme court 
judges, will not they want to elect the 
county and city court and superior court 
judges? I do not think that would have 
any weight. If this legislature will hardly 
allow the people to elect three judges to 
fill which positions no member of their body 
ever was a candidate, then it is useless to 
think that they would allow the people to 
elect iorty or fifty judges and solicitors 
general for which their members are can- 
didates. There will be no trouble in that 
direction. Nothing short of a political revo- 
lution will ever accomplish that. If we will 
not tiust the people to elect these judges 
the populists will ingraft it into their plat- 
form next year and you will have to meet 
them on the stump with the plank and the 
people will send men here who are pledged 
to allow the people to elect the judges. I 
am for this bill whether the amendment 
is adopted or not.” 


Should Elect by the Legislature. 


Mr. Hodges, of Bibb, spoke in favor of 
the amendment. ‘‘No fair minded man could 
object to his first proposition, knowing the 
workings of this court, but there was one 
part of my friend’s argument with which 
I differ,”” he began. “It is the minority re- 
port of the committee against the amend- 
ment to let the legislature of the state 
elect those judges. This proposition was 
before the legislature at the last session, 
that the people elect the judges, and if I 
recall right, my distinguished friend left 
the chair to take the floor in opposition to 
that bill. This proposition is but the enter- 
ing wedge. Pass this bill, submit it to the 
people, and every member upon the floor of 
the next house will have a local bill call- 
ing for the election of the judge of that 
county by the people. I read from the 
port of the bar association which met in 
Rome in 1893 where my distinguished friend 
delivered a most eloquent address, calling 
upon the people to keep the judiciary pure— 
keep it away from the ballot box.” 

Mr. Hodges read an extract from that ad- 
dress. He then proceeded: 

“The question involves the principle of 
public policy. If you elect your supreme 
court judges by the people, what argument 
can you make in reply to the people of 
your towns;to electing the judges of the 
county courts by the people? How could 
we avoid electing our city judges by the 
people? How can you afford to fail to elect 
the superior court judges by the people? 
This is simply the entering wedge. It means 


more to the people of Georgia than any: 


bill introduced in this legislature. I do not 
speak from a moral standpoint. I speak 
from tae sound convictions which as long 
as the breath of life lasts in my body I will 
not change. We have tried elections of 
judges by the people and have tried appoint- 
ment by the governor and electing by the 
legislature, and I say it is to the glory 
and pride of this state that under neither 
System nas there been any charges of cor- 
ruption, except in the case where the judge 
of the superior court was elected by the 
peopile.’’ 

Judge Redding Stands by Fleming. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, made a very strong 
Speech against the amendment. He said 
that if it was a bad policy to elect the 
judges by the people; that he would find it 
out by electing the supreme court judges 
by the people. If this was a failure, then 
we would never go any further and elect 
the superior, county and city court judges 
by the people. His argument was very clear 
and strong against the amendment offered 
by the committee. 

‘The Concluding Argument. 

‘Mr. Rawlings, of Washington, then spoke 
in favor of the amendment offered by the 
committee. He believed that the legislature 
was composed of intelligent and upright 
men and the election of the supreme court 
judges should be left to it. There had been 
no charges of corruption and there was no 
use to change the method. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, also spoke in favor 
of the amendment. 

Mr. Humpbries, of Brooks, spoke against 
the adoption of the amendment. He said 
that the people had twice refused to al- 
low the legislature to elect the additional 
judges, and we should go before them 
saying, “We took your action in regard to 
the former measures to mean that you were 
opposed to the election of the supreme court 
judges by the legislature. This bill pro- 
poses to elect them by the people,”’ and that 
the people would ratify the amendment to 
the constitution. 

Mr. Fleming then closed the debate on 
the minority side, answering to a great 
extent the opponents of the Dill as first in- 
troduced. 

Upon the call for the ayes and nays the 
vote stood ayes, 29; nays, 116 for the adop- 
tion of the amendment. The amendment, 
therefore, was lost. 

On the passage of the bill the. yeas were 
126 and the nays 17. The bill Was passed, 
having received more than the required 
two-thirds. 

The Bush Bill on Friday. 

The Bush bill was the special order for 
yesterday, to follow the bill by Mr. Fleming, 
but owing to the fact that the supreme 
court relief bill took up almost the entire 
session, it will come up as the special order 
for Friday. : 

Mr. Bush made a motion to adjourn 
until 3 o’clock in the afternoon and Mr. 
Humphries, of Brooks, undertook to debate 
the question, In fact, he argued the ques- 
tion so fully that the hour of adjournment 
arrived before a vote could be obtained on 
the motion of Mr. Bush and the house 
therefore adjourned over until Friday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock. It took Mr. Humphries 
about seventeen minutes to convince the 
members that it-was impossible to meet in 
an afternoon session, as there were a num- 
ber of committees that were compelled to 
meet, as they had very important business 
to dispose of and there would be no quorum 
in the house. He gained his point. 

According to the resolution which was 
adopted, the house will adjourn over for 
the purpose of observing Thanksgiving 


Day. 
New House Bills Introduced.

Mr. Gilreath of Bartow—Resolution to 
place the name of James R. Kinney on the 
indigent pension list. 

Mr. Gray of Forsyth—To prevent procure- 
ment of consignments of farm, orchard or 
dairy products to parties who fail to ac- 
count to the rightful owners. 

Mr. Salter of Jefferson—To establish a 
public school system for the town of Wad- 
ley. 

Mr. Henderson of Forsyth—To fix and 
provide a salary for the several solicitors 
general in this state. 

Mr. McWhorter of Greene—To require all 
teachers in this state to be examined be- 
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ron 
fore they are licensed to teach in the com- 


mon schools. 

Mr. Gray of Catoosa—Resolution for the 
relief of John Evarts. 

Mr. Awtry of Cobb—Resolution authoriz- 
ing the governor to make final settlement 
with W. P. McCatchy, of Tennessee, tor 
legal services. 

Mr. Johnson of Hall—To make the clerks 
of the superior courts ex-officio clerks of 
the county courts, 

A communication was: received from Au- 
gusta, stating that the council committee of 
Augusta, which appeared before the tem- 
perance committee, did not express the 
opinion of the majority of the people of 
that city. The communication was nu- 
merously signed and claimed to represent 
the view of the majority of the people of 
Augusta, 


WITH THE SENATE. 


A Long Session Was Held and Much 


Business Was Transacted. 

Senator Mercer introduced an important 
bill at yesterday’s session of the senate, 
creating a commission to secure manu- 
script of text books to be used in the com- 
mon schools of this state; to provide for 
their acceptance, publication, sale, distri- 
bution and adoption by the school boards 
of the state. 

The commigsion is to be composed of the 
state school commissioner, the chancellor 
of the State university, ‘the president of the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college at 
Misttgeville, the presidentof the State Nor- 
mal school at Athens and the president of 
the Technological gchool at Atlanta, The 
state school commissioner shall be ex-ofli- 
cio chairman and the assistant state school 
commissioner shall be ex-officio gecretary. 

The commissionérg are, under the provis- 
ions of the bill, autherized to contract with 
authors and owners of manuscripts and 
copy rights of books selected for purchase 
of same, for a royalty of not exceeding 10 
per cent on all sales of books for the term 
of five years, after which the copyright 
will become the exclusive right of the state. 
The books are to be printed and bound by 
the public printer, who shall be paid at the 
Same rate stipulated in his contract with 
this state for similar work and all bills for 
such printing shall be approved by the 
commission before they are paid. 

The commission shall adopt and prescribe 
rules for the sale of the books and for the 
collection and payment of the proceeds of 
the sales by the county commissioner into 
the treasury, which shall go to the credit of 
the state printer for the publication of the 
books and on his demand be paid by the 
treasurer on accounts approved by the 
commission, except a per cent not greater 
than 10 per cent, which shall be paid as 
royalty to the author or owner of the copy- 
rights of the books. 

The commission is required to report an- 
nually to the legislature in relation to all 
matters with which it is charged. 

Senator Mercer, in speaking of the bill, 
said: 

“I think this will establish a system of 
text, books for our schools which will please 
every one, I do not think I would have 
voted for the bill for uniformity in the 
text books which was defeated in the house 
yesterday. Under the provisions of my bill 
there will be a great saving—a saving, I 
think, of at least 40 per cent for those who 
have books to buy. The state will not be 
put to a doliar’s expense. The public print- 
er will publish the books and will be paid 
from the proceeds of their sale. The bill 
will establish a system of uniform text 
books, but it will work a great saving and 
I think many who opposed Mr. West’s bill 
will favor mine. The bill requires the com- 
missioners to keep up their work until all 
the text books in ail the schools in the 
state shall have been adopted by them.” 
To Hire Out Misdemeanor Convicts. 

Senator Munro introduced a bill to au- 
thorize county authorities in whose county 
there are no county or municipal chain- 


i} gangs to hire out misdemeanor convicts to 


private individuals upon such terms and re- 
strictions as may subserve the ends of ius- 
tice. <A section of this bill provides that 
the money arising from the hire of the con- 
victs shall first be applied to the payment 
of the officers of the court, including the 
justices of the peace and constables who 
rendered services in the case and to the 
payment of witness fees. The balance is to 
be put in the county treasury. 

Senator Long introduced a bill to require 
banks chartered under the laws of this 
State, where the capital stock is impaired, 
to make the same good by transfer from 
the surplus or undivided profits thereof to 
the capital stock, or if there is no surplus 
or undivided profits, or not enough to make 
good the capital stock, then by an assess- 
ment upon the stockholders. 

Senator Brand introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for levy and”*sale of property when 
the relation of vender and vendee exists, 
authorizing the sale of the vendee’s inter- 
ests under his bond for titles or contract 
of purchase. 

Another Insurance Bill. 

Senator Long introduced a bill provid- 
ing for a fixed compensation to be paid to 
the comptroller general of the state for 
discharging the duties imposed upon him 
as insurance commissioner and to provide 
for a fixed salary to be paid the clerk of 
the comptroller general who does the in- 
surance work. The comptroller general 
and the clerk have heretofore received fees, 
Mr. Long’s bill seeks to do away with the 
fee compensation and pay them a fixed 
salary of $1,000 a vear each, provided this 
amount is not in excess to the amount of 
fees collected. No amount in excess to 
the amount collected as fees shall be paid 
out, under the rrovision of this act. 

A bill was introduced several days ago 
by Senator McGarrity, to levy and collect 
a tax on the amount of money paid in by 
any person or persons in this state for life 
insurance. policies for the support of the 
State government. The bill was adversely 
reported by the committee, but was, at the 
request of the author, committed to the 
finance committee. 


Other Bills Introduced. 

Other bills introduced were as follows: 

By Senator Lumpkin of the Forty-sec- 
ond—To amend an act entitled an act to in- 
corporate the town of Kingston, in Bar- 
tow county. 

By Senator Harrison of the Twenty- 
first—To create a board of commissioners 
of roads and revenues for Twiggs county. 

By Senator Keen of the Sixteenth—To 
abolish the city court of Laurens county. 

By Senator Lewis of the Thirteenth—To 
amend an act to incorporate the Bruns- 
wick, LaGrange and. Northwestern rail- 
road, and to authorize said road to build 
branches. 

By Senator Roberts of the Twentieth— 
To authorize the trustees of the state lu- 
natic asylum to discharge from confine- 
ment William Schwarz. 

On Third Reading. 

The special order in the senate yester- 
day was the bill of Senator Munro, to 
place county and municipal chaingangs 
under the control and supervision of the 
governor and penitentiary department and 
to provide for their regular inspection. 

The bill provides that the county and 
municipal chaingangs be subject to the 
same laws and regulations now prescribed 
for the government of the penitentiary, so 
far as the same may be applicable. Sec- 
tion 5 of the same act provides that an- 
other assistant keeper of the penitentiary 
shall be appointed by the governor to 
carry 6ut the provisions of the act. The 
salary of the second assistant is to be $1,200 
per annum. 

Senator Lumpkin submitted an amend- 
ment to the bill by striking out the whole 
of the section providing for the second as- 
sistant keeper, but his amendment was 
lost. 

Senator Tatum wanted to make the sec- 
ond assistant’s salary $1,000 a year instead 
of $1,200 a year, but this amendment was 
also lost. 

The bill passed. 

Senator Lewis’s bill, authorizing the gov- 
ernor and secretary of the state to issue 
bonds to meet the indebtedness of the 
state maturing July 1, 189%, which is not 


| 


provided for by the sinking fond which 
will be in the treasury at that time, was 


sed. 
see Other Bills Passed. 

The other bills passed were: 

A bill by Senator Cumming, to require 
engineers to ring the bell as the locomotive 
approaches road crossings. 

A bill by Senator Bussey, to amend an 
act approved November 26, 1890, incorpor- 
ating a school for colored students. 

A house bill by Mr. Willingham, to amend 
an act consolidating, amending and codi- 
fying the various acts incorporating the 
city of Forsyth. 

A house bill by Mr. Bird, to establish a 
system of public schools for the town of 
Guyton. 

A house bill by Mr. Worley, to amend the 
prohibition law for Elbert county. 

A house bill by"Mr. Mallette, to amend 
an act creating a board of commissioners 
for Thomas county. 

The senate complimented Commissioner 
Nesbitt on his fine report. The report 
shows a great saving in the agricultural 
department. 

Senators Beeks and Lumpkin were re- 
ported yesterday as speaking against the 
amendment to the law setting aside twelve 
months’ support for widows and minors. 
The senators did not object to the mini- 
mum being fixed at $200, but did object to 
striking that portion of the law, which 
allows the whole estate set apart when 
it does not exceed $500.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION MET 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 
The Question of Closing the Schools 
Next Month Was Postponed Until 
After the Meeting of Council. 


No action was taken by the board of ed- 
ucation yesterday afternoon with reference 
to the closing of the public schools during 
the month of December. 

The question, however, was fully discussed 
by all the members of the board. It was 
finklly decided to postpone the matter until 
after the meeting of the city council next 
Monday. The members of the board were 
all desirous to continue the exercises of the 
schoois and the indications are that the 
schools will not be closed until the usual 
time for the Christmas holidays to begin. 

A meeting of the baord will likely be held 
next Tuesday afternoon, It will be impossi- 
ble to hold it before that time, as the 
city council does not convene until the 
day preceding. 

Thirteen members of the board were pres- 
ent at the meeting yesterday afternoon, 
Bills to the amount of $14,110 were approv- 
ed. The report of the superintendent was 
read and filed. The regular meeting of the 
board should have been held this afternoon, 
but on account of Thanksgiving day the 
time was changed.

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HIS TROUBLES ENDED 


Chinese Doctor, After a Monrh in Jail, 
Is Set Free. 


THE CASES ALL WITHDRAWN 


ce ee ee ee 


He Was Beset with a Multitude of 
Charges, but Has Downed Them 
All at Last. 


Wong Gum Sing, the Chinese doctor, was 
released from jail yesterday. He has been 
in jail since October the 22d, upon two or 
three different charges brought against hitn 
by Wong Ching Foo, a New York China- 
man. 

Two or three months ago Ching Foo, a 
well-educated Chinaman, came to Atianta 
from New York. A few days after arriving 
here he went into business with Jr. Wong 
Gum Sing, whose complete Chinese doctor 
shop is on East Mitchell street. He had 
been with Dr. Wong only two weeks when 
he went before Judge Foute and had a 
warrant sworn out against him for cheating 
and swindling. He said that Dr. Wong had 
misrepresented his business to 1im and in- 
duced him to go in with him as a partner, 
The doctor had represenfed to him, he said, 
that there was big money in the business, 
and it wouldn’t take always to get rich at 
it, whereas he, Ching Foo, remained in the 
business two weeks and lost about $75 and, 
because he complained to the doctor, was 
prematurely kicked out by the latter. Judge 
Foute placed the doctor under a $200 bond 
after hearing the case. 

A few days later Ching Foo had another 
Warrant sworn out against Dr. Wong re- 
quiring him to keep the peace. In the trial 
of the case the New York Chinaman testi- 
fied that he had repeatedly since their first 
trouble been threatened by the enraged 
doctor, and that he had thought it neces- 
sary, and actually did employ a negro at 
$3 per week to protect him from the doc- 
tor. Dr. Wong was in this case also re- 
quired to give a bond. 

Still later the Chinamen appeared at two 
different times, in two different cases, be- 
fore Judge Orr. In one of these cases Dr. 
Wong was the prosecutor. He charged 
Ching Foo with perjury. Judge Orr dis- 
missed the warrant against Foo, as the 
state failed to make out a case. So the 
New York Chinaman won in every case. 

The doctor could not stand so many 
bonds, and had to go to jail. He has been 
in jail ever simce the 23d of last month. 

Yesterday Dr. Wong was released. Judge 
Lumpkin released him from one charge 
and Judge Landrum released him from the 
others, it having been shown to them that 
the prosecutor, Ching Foo, Was no longer 
in this state. 

The Chinese doctor was happy to be re- 
leased from confinement. Unless Wong 
Ching Foo comes back to appear against 
him, the doctor will be prosecuted no 
further. Perhaps Ching Foo thinks his 
victories have been plentiful enough and 
he is willing to let his brother Chinaman 
go free. Both are professional men. The 
doctor is one of the best known Chinese 
doctors in these parts, and Ching Foo is 
& hewspaper man. He was formerly a 
newspaper correspondent in New York.
